Oscar Folsom Cleveland, was born Septem­ 
ber 14,1874. Grover Cleveland is his father, 
and to say that anv other m an was respon­ 
sible for his birtli is infamous. It does not 
seem possible, after all th at I have suffered 
for Grover Cleveland and for m y boy’s sake, 
that a further attem pt will be m ade to 
blacken me in the eyes of the world.

one knows the extent of m y sufferings. 
A fier m y child was taken from m e I begged 
Cleveland on my knees to have a sight of 
m y babe. 
I found w here the boy was. 
however, and one day I rushed in upon his 
keeper, snatched him up and ran away 
before they could stop me. 
My sufferings 
•subsequently, my fruitless attem pts to have 
Cleveland fulfill his prom ise of marriage, 
his neglect of m yself and our child, m y ab­ 
duction and violent treatm ent by his hired 
tools, are truthfully bu t only partially told 
in the Buffalo Telegraph of Ju ly 21st.

quotes from his letters to show that he al­ 
ways was a Democrat, though at the tim e 
of the commission of the forgery he was 
Secretary of a Republican association, in 
the rooms of which the forgery was com­ 
m itted, on or about October ”, 1880. The 
forgery, according to H adley's admission, 
and confirmatory evidence collected by 
Davenport, was originally in the form of 
an extract from a supposed interview with

H adley between 1875 and 1879, and finds 
all th e distinctive m arks of orthography and 
caligraphy alike in them and the forged 
letter. 
Hadley always mispelled the word

C o lo r o f P u r e W a t e r .—The ingenuity 
of H err Victor has enabled him to de­ 
term ine that th e color of water, when per­ 
fectly pure, is a shade between blue and 
green. 
H is m ethod of reaching this con­ 
clusion The Painter describes as follows : 
Taking two glass tubes, forty m illim eters 
in diam eter and about 1.5 meters in length, 
he connected them by means of rubber 
tubing, form ing a tube about seven nnd 
one-half meters long, both ends of this 
tube being fixed in glass plates and fitted 
with metal sockets, provided with brass 
nozzles for filling the tube. The tube was 
now placed in a perfectly horizontal posi­ 
tion, and covered with a black clo th ; upon 
looking through the em pty tube tire field 
of vision appears colorless, as the cloth and 
the metal sockets prevent the glass from 
exerting any influence; as soon, however, 
as tlie tube is tilled with distilled water an 
intcffke bluish-green color is observed.

TIM ELY SUGGESTIONS. 


H om e-m ade Incubator—Fruit-G row ­ 
in g in V arious C ounties—M il­ 
let W heat—:M ildew —Etc. 


It is safe to predict an early day when 
this State will rank am ong the first fruit- 
producing countries of the world. W hat 
m ay wc expect a few years lienee, when all 
the young orchards th at are now being 
planteil come into bearing? 
It has been 
estim ated that 73 per cent, of our orchards 
devoted to the finer grades of fruit, such as 
apricots, oranges, nectarines, figs, limes, 
lemons, prunes, etc., are not yet in full 
bearing. Each year w ill increase their 
yield. 
Our farmers are depending less 
every year on the w heat crop, and more on 
general products and new industries. They 
are beginning lo understand th at unlim ited 
m arkets have been opened up w ithin a 
brief period of tim e, for all the varieties of 
choice fruit that can he produced. The de­ 
m and for California fruits, in the A tlantic 
States and Europe, is increasing 
very 
lapidly. 
It is estim ated th at not less than 
12,000 tons of fruit were shipped overland 
last year. The great Eastern cities have 
become quite heavy custom ers for fresh 
fruits from California, and now the interior 
towns begin to come in. 
W herever there 
is direct railway connection the fruits of 
< lalifomia orchards may he sent in a fresh, 
lit-althy condition. 
W hen the Oregon 
and California Railroad is opened it will 
create a m arket for the fruits of Sacram ento 
valley anil other places in northern and 
central California, us the opening of the 
southern route did for those of the lower 
counties. The fruit business of California 
is in its infancy even for fresh fruits. 
Hut 
th e dem and for dried fruits is unlim ited. 
Few iteople have a correct idea of the mag­ 
nitude o f the fruit-canning business ol 
California. 
It will soon equal in value 
that of the cereal production. 
Last year it 
reached an enorm ous sum . 
It lias been 
estim ated at nearly 40 per cent, of the value 
• o f the w heat crop and nearly 30 per cent, of 
th , gold mines. 
Many farmers have dis­ 
covered that there is much more profit in 
an acre of orchard or vinevard than there 
is in several acres of grain. T he invest­ 
m ent in fruit-canning establishm ents, in 
various localities, is having the effect of 
encouraging fruit-growing. 
It is said that 
with all commercial nations the consumí 
tion of fruit is yearly becoming more enor­ 
mous, and a vast im portance m ust ulti­ 
m ately attach to the very few regions of 
the earth where fruits can attain the rich 
perfection that our clim ate and soil in ­ 
sure.—[Resources of California. 


A lln iiic -iu n d e I n c u b a to r. 
T he efforts of genius to discount the hen 
through 
artificial 
process 
of hatching 
chickens from her eggs can probably he 
set down as successful. It is already claimed 
by several inventors of incubators iliat (hey 
can produce more chickens frvm a given 
num ber of eggs than will the hen in fol­ 
lowing nature's way. 
T he Kelseyville 
Journal m entions a successful new inven­ 
tion in this line by Edw ard Davis of that 
place, who, regarding all kinds in use as 
defective, because the heat has to he fur­ 
nished by lamps, went to work and made 
an original incubator after the following 
fashion : H e constructed a box .30 inches 
long, and half as wide, covering the top and 
bottom w ith tin. 
H e sets this inside a 
larger wooden box, w ith space enough all 
around for a filling of six inches of sawdust 
and room left at the bottom to run in a 
shadow draw er the sam e size as the inside 
box. 
This he filled w ith 113 eggs, and put 
underneath the inner box. leaving a space 
of about three inches between it.- tin bot­ 
tom and tin* eggs. Then lie filled the in ­ 
side 
tank 
w ith 
boiling hot 
water, 
and the incubator was complete and 
in 
operation. 
Twice 
in 
twenty-four 
hours he 
drew 
out a 
pail 
of the 
w ater and replaced it with a pail of 
boiling water. At the end o f'a week he 
tested his eggs, took out 23 that were un­ 
fertile, leaving in 88, from w hich 73 healthy 
chicks were hatched—83 per cent, of the 
whole. 
It should he said that, after the 
first week or ten days, but one pail of water 
was drawn off daily and hot w ater substi­ 
tuted, as the eggs retain tiie heat longer 
after they have been subjected to it that 
length of time. The point attained by Mr. 
Davis in the construction of his incubator 
is the even distribution of heat over the 
eggs. The hot water, retaining its licat 
w ithout much variation during the day, 
warms each egg exactly alike. 
It seems to 
combine both effectiveness and simplicity. 


C auso fo r W a n t oT su c c e ss. 
In an article upon tiic necessity of farm ­ 
ers keeping an account of the cost of pro­ 
duction of crops, etc., the Lower Lake 
Bulletin says : Every farm er should under­ 
stand enough of business to know the cost 
o f all his productions; should bo able to 
tell the cost of an acre of grain, so that 
when he sells it will be possible fur him to 
determ ine the profit or loss, as well as be a 
w orkm an. Everybody is com plaining of 
the hard times, and none m ore so than the 
farm ers, for prices are low, and, unfortu­ 
nately for Californians,we have not learned 
to bring our expenses down to correspond, 
and to raise our productions up to paying 
profits 
over 
expenses. 
The 
greatest 
expense 
we 
have 
is 
interest 
on 
borrowed money, and there is hardly a 
farm er to-day who is not in debt for his 
capital, and which m ust be paid w hether 
or no. T hat takes one-third of the grass 
crop. The next is the waste in family and 
b a rn ; this leak can be easily rem edied if 
taken hold of in time. T he last—w hich is 
never considered—is the loss of fertility 
w ith every crop. Tim es will become still 
harder unless these especial expenses are 
curtailed. Many farmers will say that the 
land will wear out naturally, and we Can­ 
not m ake it pay all the tim e. The Old 
W orld teaches us that the yield can be in 
creased by feeding the land and by proper 
cultivation, so that we can double tin 
present returns. 


F r u it In te re s ts In K1 D o ra d o . 
“ A. C. C." w riting from Lotus, El Do 
rado county, to the IIecokd-U kiok, under 
date of the 12th instant, say s: H ardly ever 
in the history of this section of El Dorado 
county has there been such an abundance 
o f choice fruit. At this writing one sees 
num bers of groups busy in the preparation 
o f fruit for shipm ent. 
Apples are more 
plentiful than any other fruit, and orchard- 
ists arc more inclined to dry tlwm than t< 
shin them green. 
1’eachcft are of good size 
anil excellent flavor. 
Plum s are plentiful 
and of good quality. Pears, especially 
Harrietts, 
are 
abundant, and wilt no 
doubt 
command 
good 
prices. 
The 
grape 
crop 
will 
be 
larger than 
usual. 
The 
largest, 
best 
kept 
and 
m ost profitable ranch here is that of M 
Louisa Rasmussen. There are on the place 
400 bearing 
apple trees, 700 peach, 12! 
plum , 100 pear, 40 nectarine, 2,300 black- 
(terry vines, 15,000 grapevines, and a num ­ 
ber of apriojt and cherry trees. 
Mrs. Kaa- 
m usson last year built a wine cellar and 
still-house of large proportions. 
Nearly 
all the grapes grown here are turned into 
w ine and brandy. The place is known as 
the El Dorado vineyard. 
T he ranches of Dan Haggard, Spencer 
Norris, John Jones, George Ramsey, W ill­ 
iam Valentine and W illiam White," in this 
vicinity, are in excellent condition, and 
will yield large quantities of fruit. The 
orchards in and about Colonia all look very 
well. The orchard of Messrs. Osborne A 
(ilundel is exceptionally well cared for, and 
yields the most luscious of fruit. 
One of 
the most prom inent viticulturists in tlii 
county is (I. 1). Kudrins, of Michigan Flat. 
Mr. Endriss has done a great deal for the 
advancem ent of viticulture, and his wine* 
and brandy arc among the best in Cali for 
nia. 
H e came to this section of the State 
over 32 years ago, and has been identified 
with the progress of the county over since. 
One of the greatest needs in this county 
a t tin- present tim e is a cannery. The 
county should no! he w ithout one another 
year. 
Enterprise can find good investm ent 
in this di rection. 


M ild ew In V ineyard»-. 
Prom A . Brigden, one o f the prom inent 
vi neyardists on the high m esa at the base 
o f the m ountains north of San Gabriel Mis­ 
sion, we learn that the mildewjhas attacked 
his grapes, and also those of J. F. Crank, 
W in. Allen, J. Craig, J. De B arth Shorb, 
Governor Htoiicman, Mrs. W ilson, E. L. 
Mayberry, L. J. Bose, K. J. Baldwin and 
others. Sulphuring has Itcen commenced 
and appears to be quite beneficial, but the 
effect of the mildew will be to reduce the 
yield quite m aterially. 
All varieties of 
grapes apjtear to be affected about alike by 
this innocent-looking fungi, which does its 
deadly work in silence m ost profound, hut 
none the less disastrously. 
Mildew fungi 
is seldom found in Los Angeles county, 
and is the result of the unusual rainfall of 
The past w inter and spring, coupled w ith 


warm fogs th at now and then roll over 
the plain from the sea and rest against 
th e m ountains until the sun compels its 
dispersion in the early m orning. 
Our 
great State is rich in sulphur mines, so that ‘ 
the comm onwealth furnishes the antidote 
to cure the disease, and it is only the part 
of wisdom to apply it w hen needed.—[Los 
A n g ers Express._______ 


F ru it-G ro w in g in C o lu sa C o u n ty . 
T he success to be achieved in fruit-grow­ 
ing in Colusa county is indicated bv the 
O nand Times, w hich, after a visit by its 
editor to the farm of C. Jasper, situated on 
th e gravelly plains southeast of th at town, 
sa y s: 
“ W e found his very industrious 
hoys pulling blackberries, and we m ost 
candidly say that the quantity of vines and 
berries were truly very great. Thegentlem un 
appreciates irrigation, and for that purpose 
has three la 
windmills, two of them 
very powerful and of his own mechanism . 
In itis orchard are found a great variety 
of fruit trees, those th at are irrigated hav­ 
ing a healthier appearance and produce 
more finer fruit. 
The effect of irrigation 
can he seen in a row o [ poplars north of the 
orchard. Those at th e end of the black­ 
berries receive the surplus water, and the 
trees are uniform , thrifty and handsome. 
At the cast end of the irrigated trees are 
four more planted the sam e time, but they 
appear some years younger, and have the 
appearance of a struggle for 
life. 
One 
fact is apparent in this and all other 
orchards we have visited, th at the trees 
w ill grow in any of this soil w ith­ 
out irrigation, bu t grow m uch better 
with w ater running near them . 
Mr. Jas­ 
per had in his garden and orchard several 
varieties of the grape, and very fine com 
and vegetables of all kinds, not forgetting 
a good patch of tobacco, show ing the soil 
adapted to anything put in.” 


A N ew K in d o f W h e a t. 
T he Marysville Apjtcal savs: W e have 
been show n a new variety of wheat, which 
has a strange story. 
Mrs. George Sclieflier, 
of this city, took a dozen kernels of wheat 
front the crop of a wild goose. She planted 
som e of these, and raised four quarts of 
w hat is apparently aii entirely new variety, 
A head of this grain, brought to this office, 
was six inches in length, and totally unlike 
any know n domesticated wheat. 
The 
kernels are nearly if not quite twice the 
length of the ordinary wheat kernels, being 
h alf an inch long. 
It m ay prove, when 
thoroughly domesticated, a valuable addi­ 
tion to the list of our cultivated varieties 
of wheat.

K vprK T frn M illet. 
W e have in our office a sam ple of ever­ 
green millet, grown on the farm of J. H. 
W ashburn, in the San Jose valley, below 
Spadra. The stalks have been allowed to 
go to seed and stand nine feet in bight, the 
seed having been sown on February 10th 
last. 
Little care and no irrigation has been 
given it. 
Mr. W ashburn inform s us that 
the m illet, when cut and cured, is raven­ 
ously devoured by stock, and that the thick 
bulbous roots furnish excellent hog feed. 
It has been thoroughly dem onstrated that 
this forage plant grows to perfection with 
no irrigation, even on high and dry mesas. 
It is evidently a valuable grass, and is 
w orthy a trial by our stock m en.—[Pom ona 
Times-Courier.

C u ltiv a tio n a n il W e e d s. 
The result of experim ents by Professor 
Beale in clearing the soil from weeds is 
given in the Country Gentleman, in which it 
is stated that beginning in a garden and 
carefully removing all the weeds, not allow­ 
ing them to go to seed, hoeing and culti­ 
vating, and, if a weed escapes, digging it 
up and carrying it off, so far succeeded that 
in two or three years he could pick up all 
the weeds and carry them off with one 
hand. To vineyardists and oreliardists in 
California, where frequent cultivation of the 
soil is alm ost equal to irrigation in supply­ 
ing m oisture, and front the further well- 
known fact t hat w hatever is allowed to grow 
besides the trees and vines takes moisture 
ami nourishm ent from them , the above re­ 
sult of careful attention to cleaning and 
keeping flic ground clean, indicates w hat is 
fam iliar to all close observers, that greatest 
economy, as well as greatest profit, exists 
in the most thorough and unrem itting at­ 
tention to cultivation, to the extent of pre­ 
venting the growth of any weeds whatever 
at any season of the year when cultivation 
can be carried on._______ 


A v o id in g I.ice o n P o u ltry . 
A correspondent of the Poultry Yard fol­ 
lows the plan described below, which, if 
carefully used, m ay be safe and effective. 
He says : 
" I m ake saw benches for roosts 
—th a t is, I take 2x4 scantling and nail legs 
to them of the length to suit space and 
breed. These, as you will at once see, can 
he moved at pleasure w hen cleaning drop­ 
pings or for any other reason th at may 
present itself; but the best part of it is 
as regards lice. Every week I take my 
kerosene can and go to the hen-house, 
carefully pick up and carry out of doors 
nty saw-benehes, pour the kerosene on 
them and touch it off; the flame will 
quickly run over every part of it and go 
out w ithout hunting the wood, hu t every 
m ile or nit that would have made one, you 
are rid of forever. 
I have followed this 
plan for some tim e and have had no trou- 
iile with lice.” 


S h o rt - 11 o n o -d N o tes. 
The Los Angeles Times says that the 
Southern California Orange Company, or­ 
ganized last year in that city for the pur­ 
pose of speculating in oranges, finds that 
the m atter has resulted disastrously. 
The 
accounts show that their losses foot up to 
nearly $90,000. 
A Florida paper says Italy has 4,800,000 
lemon trees, which produce 1,200,000,000 
lemons per annum , w hilst this country has 
not reached the a-b abs of orange culture 
and virtually has not touched lemon grow­ 
ing; yet we hear no com plaint that Italy 
has ever reached the “ alarm ing" point of 
o v er-i >rod t tcti on. 
The Santa Barbara Press, speaking of the 
success of fruit raising upon the high sage­ 
brush lands near the Goleta ranch in that 
section, says that a twig from a Prince Al­ 
bert plum tree, only eighteen inches long, 
contained twenty-six plum s, nearly all 
m easuring six inches in circumference and 
of delicious flavor. 
A w riter says in the Kansas City Live 
Stork Record. In m y opinion the best way 
to m arket wool is to put it up in good shape, 
and keep it in your hands until you know 
to a certainty w hat you are going to get for 
it. This thing of being charged up with 
freight, storage, tare, drayage, commission, 
insurance, and the Lord only knows how 
m uch risk, is w hat wears the life out of the 
otherwise peaceful shepherd. 
A prize of $10 is offered bj the Burnt 
Aise Yorker for the largest potato w ithout 
prongs, delivered, postage or expressage 
prepaid, a t the office of that journal, before 
November 1st. 
The nam e of the sender 
and the variety, and m anner of cultivation 
should be stated by postal card. 
If potato

the proffered prize it will insure a returi 
flow of gold, to the am ount of $10, to the 
Golden Mtate. 
Those who have tried the following say it 
is an ellectual preventive for injury from 
rabbits: Take of whale oil snap, 10 pounds; 
whiting, 5 pounds; glue, 3 pounds; bitter 
aloes, 1 pound; p u t all into a tive-gallon 
can, adding water enough to till the can. 
Let all sim m er slowly for two days on the 
stove, nnd then to two quarts of the m ix­ 
ture add live gallons of water. Spray the 
leaves with this once in two weeks and the 
rabbits will h u n t some more reliable food. 
T hat Santa Barbara, as a butter produc­ 
ing county, savx the Ibes*. is fast taking 
rank second to none in the State, is a well- 
known fact. The tide of im m igration that 
i.s pouring in upon us is composed of an 
industrious class, a class accustomed to the 
hard knocks of the Old W orld, and they 
take hold of their new departure with a 
will and a determ ination to win. The 
Santa Maria Time* of a recent date says: 
We are reliably informed that five Swiss 
residents of Guadalupe, nam ely, G. Bon­ 
in ui A Pezzoni, K. M organ ti, E. Perinoni 
and P. Pezzoni, have purchased $100,000 
worth of the Guadalupe rancho. 
The Pom ona editor proscribes this method 
for flavoring watermelons : 
“ Select from 
your patch a melon not quite ri]H\ and 
with a sm all, sharp blade of a pocket-knife 
slit the stem near the melon. 
Into this 
puncture insert one end of a flannel string 
about six or eight inches in length, and 
place the other end o f the rag into a cup 
containing extract of vanilla, lemon, or 
other flavoring extract, and leave a few 
days before pulling. The melon will ab­ 
sorb the flavoring extract through the 
string, and will improve greatly thereby.” 
By tim ely rubbing off needless shoots 
from young fruit trees and grajievines, the 
necessity for heavy pruning may beentirelv 
obviated, and there will be none o f the 
loss of wood which has already grown, 
and no check be given by large am puta­ 
tions. 
E xam ine grapevines as soon as the 
growth has pushed an inch or two, and 
.select and retain those shoots which will 
give an evenly distributed growth, with 
sufficient space between them . T he same 
care w ith young fruit trees, as soon as they 
have fairly started, will give handsom e and 
sym m etrical heads.—[Prose and H orticult­ 
urist.

CONCERNING 
THE 
POLITICAL 
CRISIS IN ENGLAND.

In company w ith X. W . Blanchard, a few 
days since I left San Buenaventura for 
Santa Paula, about sixteen m iles distant, 
and passed through a section of country 
w hich, in form er years, was extensively 
used for growing wheat, but at present the 
general crop is beans, of which there are 
thousands o f acres planted on the lands 
adjoining the road between San Buenaven­ 
tura and Santicoy. i t is claimed that the 
net returns from the bean crop per acre 
nearly triples th at received from growing 
wheat on the sam e lands. Near Santicoy 
we visited the apricot orchards of J. A. Day 
and M. E. Isham , the orchard of the for­ 
m er containing 150 acres, w nich will be all 
in hearing nextseason. T hat of Mr. Isham 
contains fifty acres, all in bearing. These 
lands are located in w hat is known as Santa 
Clara valley. The nam e is derived from 
the Santa Clara river, which flows through 
the valley. T he apricot trees grow thriftily 
and bear well and 
show an excellent 
growth. 
As these orchards are isolated 
front any m arket where the fruit can be 
sold green in quantity, their products m ust 
either be canned or dried on the premises. 
A SUCCESSFUL FRUIT-DRYER. 
Mr. Day has completed a dryer of his 
own construction, ot w hich one section is 
in operation, and appears to be a great suc­ 
cess. 
It xvas our good fortune to meet Mr. 
Day, and he explained its structure, etc. 
H e states th at from tim e to tim e he secured 
th e rights of the use of the best patents, and 
from them constructed the dryer lie is now 
using. 
1 did not take any measurem ents, 
but will attem pt to explain its structure.

The iron work consists of a shell about 
24 feet long and 27 inches square, open at 
both ends and placed a few inches above 
the level of the ground. 
Inside o f this 
shell, attached to the sides and top, is a row 
of two-inch gas pipes. 
Excepting a few, 
these pipes extend beyond tlieshcil at both 
ends. On the back end of each pipe is an 
elbow, to which is attached a piece of pipe 
about throe feet long. The back end of the 
shell is filled with brick, leaving an open­ 
ing for a sntoke-pipe, and outside of which 
the pieces of two-inch gas pipe attached to 
the pipes inside the shell are formed like 
the ribs of a fan. The pieces attached to 
the pipes th at do not extend the whole 
length arc fastened to the pipe through 
holes made in the top of the shell. 
The 
smoke nnd heat are carried by two eight- 
inch pipes placed over the shell, to the 
front, and then returned to a smoke-stack 
12 inches in diam eter placed in the rear of 
the dryer. 
THE BRICK WORK. 
The iron-work is inclosed by brick-work, 
reaching to the floor above—say two feet 
high—and forming a room fur generating 
heat ot about twenty-six feet by six feet. 
The fire-bars are placed in the front end of 
the iron shell, thus giving a heating sur­ 
face front the shell of over 200 square feet 
and front the smoke-pipos, say 100 feet in 
length, of 200 square lect. 
lit addition to 
this the ends of the two-inch gas-pipes ex­ 
tend beyond 
the front 
wall and 
are 
open, 
then pipes being placed inside 
of the large iron shell, are heated to a very 
high tem perature, and a steady flow of air 
passing through them, which i.s regulated 
according to the tem perature required by 
valves or openings on the top of the drier, 
and in this m anner supplies the drier w ith 
a large quantity of hot air, which is con­ 
stantly passing up through the fruit on the 
trays, in addition to tiic heat generated by 
the iron work. 
THE DRY-R00M. 
On the second floor, and on top of the 
brick work, is constructed the dry-room, 
in which are set the trays' w hich are op­ 
erated from both sides of the drier. 
Each 
tier contains twelve trays. The entire sec­ 
tion now in operation holds three tons of 
green fruit. For the regulation of the heat a 
cham ber is constructed on the top of the dry- 
room, extending its entire length, in which 
are placed tlie valves for regulating the 
draught of hot air entering through the 
gas pipes, and also by a dam per in the 
smoke-stack the heat from the fire can be 
regulated. The therm om eters in the drv- 
roonts are six in n u m b er; those in the hack 
portion over the ends o f th e gas pipe for 
which the hot air generates, indicated 183°, 
while those in front, directly over the fire, 
indicated 133. Mr. Day expects, w hen the 
three sections are completed, that he can, if 
necessary, turn out from three to four tons 
per twenty-four hours of dried fruits. 


THE PACKING-ROOM. 
W hen the fruit is dried it is emptied 
off the trays into a hopper-shapped box and 
passed into a room on the first Moor. 
The 
room i.s about thirty feet long by twenty 
wide. The roof, sides and ends, and also 
the windows, are neatly covered w ith w hite 
m uslin, so that it is nearly impossible for 
flics or m oths to get inside this room. 
Mr. 
Day purposes putting up his fruit in sm all 
packages of live aiai two and a half pounds, 
lie sent his fruit East last year and received 
for it 30 cents a pound. 
This certainly will 
be the most extensive and lust arranged 
apricot-drier, when completed, on the coast, 
anil worthy of the consideration of all per­ 
sons looking for a m arket for their surplus 
fruits. 
SANTA r.A U LA 
Is a neat village, located in a narrow por­ 
tion of the 8fanta Clara valley, sixteen miles 
from San Buenaventura, and about thirty- 
five m iles from Newhall, on the Southern 
Pacific Railroad. The lands around Santa 
Paula are well adapted for growing citrus 
and deciilious fruits. 
Blanchard A Bradley 
have an orange orchard of one hundred 
acres of seedling trees, twelve years planted 
and now coming into hearing, which will 
compare favorably with those planted in 
some sections of more established reputa­ 
tion. 
They also have a lemon orchard, 
containing eleven acres of the Sicily and 
Eureka varieties,which n adilv bring at San 
Buenaventura for local trade, $3 per box, or 
two cents each. 
The alfalfa and grain and bean fields in 
this vicinity indicate a fertile soil. 
Rail­ 
road com m unication is w anted in this val­ 
ley to enhance values, and the establish 
m ent of sanitarium s of a high order. 
At 4 a. m. the stage passes Santa Paula 
for Newhall. T he stage road continues its 
course up tin* valley through a district but 
thinly populated, although 
such 
por­ 
tions 
as 
are 
under 
cultivation 
gives 
every 
indication 
of rich 
soil. 
About 
fifteen 
miles 
from 
Newhall 
the stage road enteres the lands of Mr 
Newhall, which are well fenced along the 
line of the road, and for m any m iles tl 
Santa Clara river 
fur ins 
the 
opposite 
boundary. 


DAMAGE BY BUST AND FRESHET. 
Although the presence of rust on the 
wheat crop is noticeable all the way up 
the valley, it is on the Newhall property, 
located along the Santa Clara river, that 
the most damage to the crop appears. 
F o r 
many miles ot a continuous wheat held 
the crop will not pay for cutting. Some of 
the wheat growing between the Santa 
Clara 
river 
and 
Newhall 
Station 
may not he 
so 
bad, 
but 
is 
dam ­ 
aged 
by 
rust 
to a 
serious 
extent. 
Tin* reports of the damage done by the ex­ 
cessive spring ram s in this section of the 
country can only be fully understood by 
passing over this section of the road, be­ 
tween San Buenaventura and Newhall, 
and witnessing the am ount of land de­ 
stroyed by the overflow of the Santa Clara 
river and its tributaries. The water-courses 
cut by the overflow of w ater from the 
m ountains, the num ber of bridges swept 
away and not yet repaired, and the am ount 
of work done to m ake the road passable, 
have to be seen before any correct idea can 
be formed.

In our issue of Ju ly 19th we published a 
comm unication in the Prairie Farmer from 
the editor of the Sharon (Mass.) Advocate, 
describing a sim ple process of keeping fruits 
in bowls and other open top vessels, sim ply 
covered with the unglazed cotton, such as 
is purchased in the stores rolled in blue pa­ 
per, as follow s: 
“ Directions : Use crocks, stone butter 
jars, or any other convenient dishes. Pre­ 
pare and cook the fruit precisely as for can­ 
ning in glass ja r s ; till your dishes with the 
fruit while it is yet hot, and im m ediately 
cover w ith cotton batting securely tied on. 
Remember th at all putrefaction is caused 
by the invisible creatures in the air. Cook­ 
ing the fruit expels all these, and ¡is they 
can not pass through cotton batting, the 
fruit thus protected will keep an indefinite 
period. The w riter of this has kept berries, 
cherries, plum s and m any other kinds of 
fruit for two years w ith no cover save bat­ 
ting on the jars.” 
As previously stated, if fruit can thus he 
unfailingly kept, it is a m atter of great in ­ 
terest. 
W e find in the Sharon Advocate of 
July 25th, our articles and rem arks copied, 
and the following editorial rem arks, which 
are confirmatory of tin* previous state­ 
ments, and we advise at least a limited 
trial of the process by our readers. W e 
will not discuss the theory of the method, 
which is of less im m ediate im portance than 
the practical outcome. 
Mr. Wickes say s: 
“ This subject is of such im portance to 
the public, and so little understood, thaj we 
again refer to it. 
B rother Judd, editor of 
the Prairie Farmer, is no doubt correct in 
supposing that the preservation of fruits in 
tightly-sealed cans results front the exclu­ 
sión of tin* oxygen of the air. 
W e suppose, 
however, that depriving tin* bacteria of o x ­ 
ygen deprives them of life, as no anim at 
life can exist w ithout it. 
Professor T yn­ 
dall demonstrated several years ago th at all 
putrefaction was caused by the bacteria in 
the air, and could be prevented by inclos­ 
ing the article in cotton batting. The pub­ 
lished results of Tyndall's experiment fell 
under the eye of Dr. Chase, an em inent 
physician of Thomastoii, Maine, and he at 
once saw its practical value. 
At his sug­ 
gestion Mrs. Chase p u t up several gallons 
of damson plum s m some pots w ith but 
little sugar, the jars being only covered 
with cotton hatting. The plum s kept per­ 
fectly, until opened one and two years 
afterward. 
Mrs. Chase told the result to 
the editor of the Advocate, and we have for 
three years put up berries in the sam e way. 
and never had a ja r fail to keep. Last year we 
opened in the presence of several people 
of blueberries th at had been put up just 
two years, and found them in nice order. 
To Professor Tyndall belongs the honor of 
the discovery, and to M rs.Chase the honor 
of being the first to m ake a practical use of 
it. 
We desire to m ake so useful a m atter 
known to the general public, and wc only 
claim to have been the first to publish the 
directions.”

they are not true, the exact truth should

told—told 
with 
authority, 
such 
a.s would give tiie country confidence 
that it was tiie truth. W e judge, from such 
investigation as v.e have been able to 
make, that the truth would show the story 
to in* grossly exaggerated, hut not wholly 
groundless; hut, whatever it shows, the 
American people are entitled to know it. 
If Governor Cleveland cannot stand before 
them if th at truth is known, he m ust 
statin aside; if the Independent move­ 
ment, inaugurated in good faith to purify 
our National, State and Municipal adm in­ 
istrations of political corruption, suffers a 
check, it must suffer.

explanation in this article of a few points 
upon w hich, I am sure, they will be glad 
to gain additional light, and a proper 
knowledge of w hich is indeed essential to 
an intelligent view of the situation there. 
The alleged ground of opposition to the 
franchise bill in the House of Lords is that 
it is not accompanied by a measure for the 
redistribution of seats. 
A nticipating an 
objection of this kind, Mr. Gladstone prom ­ 
ised, when he introduced the bill, that if it 
was passed, it should be supplem ented by 
a redistribution measure at the next session 
of Parliam ent, w hich, in the usual course, 
would convene early in 
1885. 
Subse­ 
quently lie made an offer to their lordships 
that if they would sanction the im pending 
bill, lie would call an extra session and in ­ 
troduce such a m easure this tall. 
Now, a 
great m any will he pulzzled to know w hat 
is m eant by the redistribution of seats, and 
w hat necessity there exists for such action 
in the premises; and the same class of peo­ 
ple would, no doubt, like to be informed, if 
possible, w hat the redistribution measure 
which Mr. Gladstone promises would be 
•ikely to affect. 
MANY ENGLISHMEN, FEW VOTERS. 
Let the reader bear in m ind, first, that 
tinder the existing Parliam entary system, 
not onlv are tiie great mass of Englishm en 
deprived of the privilege of voting, but 
that the most glaring inequalities exist in 
regart to the relative power exercised by 
the comparatively few who are allowed to 
vote. There is, perhaps, no better authori­ 
ty on the franchise question in ail England 
than Joseph Chamberlain, a m em ber of 
tiie present M inistry. This gentleman is 
the oracle of advanced liberalism , anil his 
position and procpeets are such that he is 
generally regarded as the m an who will 
succeed Gladstone in the Liberal Prem ier­ 
ship. Speaking at W olverham pton early 
in the year, Mr. < Jutm berlain stated that the 
adult tiiale imputation of the United King­ 
dom was about eight and a half millions. 
Of these not more titan two and a half 
millions, la*said, could vote at Parliam ent­ 
ary elections. Thus, six m illions are w ith­ 
out the franchise, or, as he expressed it: 
“ Out of every seventeen men you meet on 
the streets five only have votes, and the re­ 
m ainder have no share in th e governm ent 
of the country.” 
“ There is nothing like 
this,’’ he added, “ in any civilized country 
of Europe, except Russia and Turkey, if 
Turkey can he called civilized.- 
UNJUST DISTRIBUTION OK POWER. 
On another occasion, speaking of the 
irregularities which m ark the distribution 
of power am ong those who are enfran­ 
chised, Mr. Chamberlain, in the hearing of 
the writer, m ade the . following surprising 
statem ents: In 1833, lie said, one-sixtli of 
the voters returned one-hall’ of tiie House 
of Commons, and the only im provem ent 
since then was that at present one-fifth in ­ 
stead of one-sixtli of the voters returned 
one-half of the members of that body. H e 
further stated that 0,000,000 people, in 85 
counties, sent 1 •"■<> members to Parliam ent, 
and that the sam e num ber in 217 boroughs 
sent 2ÍK.I m em bers; whereas, another 0,000,­ 
000, living in sm all towns and villages, sent 
only 30 members. 
Another contrast cited 
was that ol W arwick, with 12.000 inhab­ 
itants, sending two members to Parliam ent, 
while only one more than that num ber 
was sent by the treat town of Birm ing­ 
ham , with its population of 400,000. Still 
another glaring instance which Mr. Cham ­ 
berlain emphasized was taken from what is 
known as the " Black Country," in which 
district, lie said, out of eight members sent 
to Parliam ent, four represented 00.000 peo­ 
ple and the other four abuut (500,001*. 
From these facts the reader will see at 
once both w hat redistribution means and 
how im peratively it i.s needed, f r the ex­ 
isting arrangem ent not only outrages the 
commonest principles of justice and rea­ 
son. but it is utterly destructive of the 
claim of the British House of Commons to 
lie in any sense a body fairly representing 
either the people generally or the privi­ 
leged few who are allowed to vote. 
And, 
of course, the new franchise Hill will in­ 
crease these inequalities, and to th a t ex­ 
tent, therefore, increases the necessity for 
some measure which shall squarely face 
this crying evil and propose a remedy. 
TACTICS OF GLADSTONE. 
Under these circumstances the uniniti­ 
ated will m arvel that Mr. G ladttone did 
not accede to the dem and of the Tories and 
incorporate a redistribution m easure witli 
his franchise bill. 
W hen, however, sucl) 
as these are informed of the honorable gen­ 
tlem an's reasons for keeping the two meas­ 
ures separate, and for giving precedence in 
point of tim e to the latter, they will see 
how tenable is his position, and will find 
additional causes therein for adm iring this 
rem arkable m an. 
H is chief reason lie has 
declared to he a determ ination to force the 
Opposition to express themselves definitely 
upon the question of extending the fran­ 
chise. H e presents to them two millions 
of her Majesty's subjects w ho are w ithout 
a vote, and whom he claims are as well 
qualified, and us justly entitled to the suf­ 
frage, as the two and a half or three m ill­ 
ions win) now enjoy it. 
Upon this propo­ 
sition, unincum bered by any other, lie is 
resolved that the Conservative party in the 
House of Commons, and their lordships in 
tiie upper chamber, shall place themselves 
on record. 
Here, lie says, is an act of 
justice which has been too long delayed 
already. 
W c propose that it shall now be 
consum mated, and tii.it it shall go through 
on its merits. 
It will he tim e enough, lie 
adds, to consider w hat proportion of parlia­ 
mentary power these people shall possess 
when they shall have been enfranchised. 
This is the high ground upon which Mr. 
Gladstone plants him self in this m atter. 
ANOTHER REASON ASSIGNED 
For keeping the two measures separate was 
drawn from the previous history of such 
legislation. 
“ The uniting of the two de­ 
scriptions of legislation,” lie observed, “ has 
resulted formerly in tin* inefficient handling 
of redistribution.” 
“ If redistribution is to 
be touched at all, it must be touched 
broadly,” he added. “ More than that,” he 
continued, “ franchise legislation has oppo­ 
nents who find it difficult to show their 
colors. 
Redistribution is their favorite 
study, and it is impossible not to observe 
this fact, that of the three political crises 
produced in connection w ith reform legis­ 
lation every one has been produced by re­ 
distribution, and not by franchise. A vote 
on the redistribution of power brought 
about the defeat of tiie first Reform Act of 
1831, and it brought about a sudden disso­ 
lution of Parliam ent. 
A vote on th e. 
redistribution of power brought the t-riaix 
of May, 1832, which was the most serious 
crisis that has been known to this country 
since the Revolution of 1(188. 
It was ail 
brought about by a vote of th e House of 
Lords—not upon the franchise, oh, no—it 
was more convenient to deal with the ones 
tion of redistribution. The union of fran­ 
chise legislation w ith redistribution makes 
a confusion of things that ought to be kept 
sedulously apart.” 


DECLINED TO EXPLAIN. 
W hen it became evident that Mr. Glad­ 
stone was bent upon keeping his redistribu­ 
tion scheme for consideration at a subsc\ 
qucnt session of Parliam ent, the Conserva­ 
tives besought him to reveal to them whut 
would probably be the nature of the scheme 
when it should finally be presented. To 
this he replied, in his great speech of Feb­ 
ruary la s t: “ W ell, sir. we do not intend to 
walk into any trap, and in m y opinion 
there could be no greater m istake than for 
a government w hich is not going to legis­ 
late on redistribution during this session to 
give its views on this subject.” 
Still, Mr. 
Gladstone did express some views, and your 
readers will no doubt he glad just at"this 
tim e to be informed w hat they were. 
“ I 
have not the least objection," lie said, “ to 
make a little sketch of my own views upon 
redistribution, ami. although I cannot com­ 
m it my colleagues absolutely to them , I can 
certainly say that I would not subm it them 
if I believed them to be vitally in conflict 
with any opinions they entertain.” 


AN INDICATION GIVEN. 
The sketch he gave was as follows : 
“ In 
the first place, I think that when a measure 
of redistribution comes, it m ust be a large 
measure. 
I do not know w hether it need 
be so large ns the m easure of 1831, but at 
any rate it m ust be nearer the measure of 
1831 than the m easure of I8C7. 
At the 
same tim e I personally am not at all favor­ 
able to w hat i.s called the system of elec­ 
toral districts, or the adoption of any pure 
population scale. I can not pretend to have 
the fear and horror which m any have with 


i regard to the consequences of electoral dis- 
] tricts in m any places. 
Mv objection to 
i them is of a very simple and practical cbar- 
I actor. 
It is two-fold. 
In the first place, 
electoral districts would involve a great deal 
of unnecessary displacem ent and disturb­ 
ance of traditions; but m y second objection 
is—and that I regard as a very im portant 
one—that I do not believe that public opin­ 
ion at all requires the change, and I doubt 
w hether it would w arrant it. Next, I should 
say th at in a 
SOUND MEASURE OF REDISTRIBUTION, 
The distinction being between town and 
country, know n to electoral law as borough 
and shire, ought to be m aintained. 
A l­ 
though our franchise is nearly identical, 
yet that is not the question ; the question is 
w hether there is not in the pursuits and as­ 
sociations of the places, and in their social 
circumstances, a difference between town 
and country, between borough and shire, 
w hich it is expedient, becoming, and useful 
to m aintain. 
Next, I would say I would 
respect, w ithin moderate lim its, the indi­ 
viduality of constituencies, and not attem pt 
to place towns which have hatl representa­ 
tion for many generations precisely and 
m athem atically on the level of towns which 
have not. 
H ere is another principle to 
w hich 1 would call attention. 
1 am cer­ 
tainly disposed to adm it that very large 
and highly concentrated populations need 
not, and perhaps ought not, to have quite so 
high a proportion of share in the represen­ 
tation of the country as rural and dispersed 
populations, because the action of the po­ 
litical power in these concentrated masses 
is sharper, quicker, and m ore vehement. 
T h at consideration m ust apply m ainly to 
the metropolis. 
A nother proposition I 
would lay down is th is : I would nut reduce 
the proportional share of representation ac­ 
corded by the present law of Ireland. 
IN THE CASE OF IRELAND 
And other parts of the country, in my 
opinion, some regard should be had to 
relative nearness and distance. The nearest 
point of Scotland is 330 miles nil', and some 
parts arc six or seven hundred miles away. 
It is im possible to say that the num erical 
representation there meets the case—though 
1 grant it is pretty well made by the shrewd­ 
ness of the men whom Scotland sends to 
represent h er; but it is her virtue and for­ 
tune which cause so excellent a choice. 
But undoubtedly the 
representation is 
exercised under greater difficulties, and it 
is fair that those parts of the country 
w hich, like Scotland and Ireland, arc sep­ 
arated hv great distances, not om itting the 
element of sea, should be more liberally 
considered in regard to the proportion of 
representatives they send. 
There is one 
other proposition i am disposed to lay 
down, not w ithout considerable hesitation, 
and not giving a final opinion. Speaking 
roughly, small boroughs, so many of which 
are in the south of England, must in some 
way yield scats for London and other great 
town's, counties, (or Scotland and for the 
north of England, the two last being, per­ 
haps, the m ost salient of all these claims.” 
SOME OF THE RESULTS. 
Such is Mr. Gladstone’s plan. 
It m eans 
a great deal, and yet it is far from being 
perfect. The acme of reform in this m atter 
would he t*> m ake one vote equal to an­ 
other the country through. B ut this is not 
dream ed of. Such a reform a.s this m ust 
wait until Gladstone is buried and the Lib­ 
eral hosts are led by some broader and 
m ore aggressive spirit, like Joseph Cham­ 
berlain. 
Itis impossible, however, to not 
adm ire Mr. Gladstone's liberality toward 
Ireland. T hat country sends to Parliam ent 
105 members, and the Prem ier pledges 
him self th at this representation shall not 
be reduced. This, too, in face of the cer­ 
tainty th at when tiic new franchise bill 
shall become law, at least 90 out of these 
105 seats shall be occupied by Nationalists, 
m en whose avowed aim will be to so ob­ 
struct legislation a.s to m ake it seem expe­ 
dient, if not necessary, for tiic best interests 
of the Three Kingdoms to dispense with 
tlieir presence at W estm inster and allow 
their, a Parliam ent of their own. 
T.

Since the new science of reading charac­ 
ter by the' handw riiing has come in, it is 
even said that the care taken of the nails 
affects the handw riting. 
The long, al­ 
mond-shaped nail is a great support to the 
m iddle linger, w hich guides the pen.

can hardly im agine a person with short, 
stubby linger-nails which are covered with 
skin w riting the long, graceful Knglish 
hand which so delights the recipient of the 
note from a grande dame.

At th is tim e I had been w ith the p arty 
som e tw o or th ree m onths, tak in g m y no­ 
vitiate in engineering., an d was occupying 
th e position of ro d m an . 
P rio r to com ­ 
m en tin g th e location, we w ere ru n n in g 
som e rapid trial lines n o rth o f Sheridan, 
an d by th e 19th o f Ju n e were som e fifteen 
o r tw enty m iles out in a ro llin g country, 
w here th e heads o f th e Sm oky H ill and 
R epublican forks o f the K ansas riv er in te r­ 
lock. 
O n th e evening before ou r cam p had 
been b ro u g h t up to th e end o f our w ork,

cluding; H ow ard, w hose custom it w as to 
rid e several m iles ahead, looking o ut th e 
line and in dicating it by b u ild in g sod 
m o u n d s tw o or th ree feet high w ith a 
shovel. 
W e follow ed one m o u n d to th e 
next, m easuring angles an d distances an d 
leveling th e g round. 
O u r progress was as 
rap id alm ost as a m an w ould w alk at a 
in (derate pace,and we w ere exceedingly vul­ 
nerable to attack, us we w ere all separated, 
stru n g o u t over a d istance o f a m ite or 
m ore, w hile H ow ard w as alw ays out of 
sig h t an d several m iles ahead, h u t having 
being o u t several m o n th s w ith o u t seeing 
any In d ian signs we h ad n o suspicion of 
danger a n d d id no t dream th ere w ere any 
In d ian s in th e co u n try . 
\Ve afterw ards 
k n ew th a t th ey h a d been . w atch in g u s for 
som e days am i w ere sim ply w aiting for the 
m ost favorable opp o rtu n ity to m ak e th e a t­ 
tack, having evidently p lan n ed to kill 
H ow ard first an d th en com eback along the 
line picking off th e rest o f th e p arty one by 
one. 
In pursuance o f th is plan th ey lay in w ait 
u n til they had cornered him in a trap w hen 
they fired a shot, strik in g his horse in the 
hip, an d looking around he saw a long line 
o f th e red-painted devils on th ree sides of 
him , w hile on th e fourth, in th e direction 
o f his party, was h a lf a m ile o r m ore of 
broken ground, cu t up by deep narrow ra­ 
vines. 
It took b u t a m o m en t to decide his 
lin e o f ¡ictiol). 
P u ttin g spurs to his horse 
he tu rn ed to th e only loophole o f escape, 
and, to the surprise o f th e Indians, w ent 
leaping over th e ravines, o n e after th e 
o ther, a t th e risk o f his life, but w ith the 
assurance th a t th ey c-mld not follow him , 
as none o f th e ir ponies w ere equal to the 
w ork, and to keep up th e p u rsu it they 
w ere obliged 
* m ake a long detour. 
H aving once got clear of th e broken 
ground, H ow ard looking back, found h:m - 
s-.-lf well ahead, and was co ngratulating 
him self on so easy an escape, w hen he -aw 
n h im , sp rin g in g out o f th e 
labte array o f Indians, intcr- 
llig h t; those p u rsuing in the 
rear d o sed up, and alm ost before lie could 
realize th e situation he found him self again 
entrapped, th is tim e by a line of Indiuj.s 
th a t entirely encircled him . n u m b erin g 
about one h u n d red , as n e ar as he could 
judge. 
T hey rapidly narrow ed th e lim its 
o f tiie circle, and began tau n tin g hint w ith 
all m an n er o f insults, an d tellin g him of 
th e to rtu res th a t aw aited him an d o f the 
slow roasting th at they proposed to give 
h im .

tance, for by th is tim e th ey began to look 
upon him as a g od,invulnerable to all th e ir 
w eapons. 
W hen, at last, th e poor horse 
fell prostrate, an d apparently dead, they all 
flocked u p to m ake a final disposition of 
th eir troublesom e enem y. 
B u t H o y a ra , 
undaunted, lav quietly dow n b eh in d th e 
body o f his horse, and w hen th ey cam e 
w ith in short range took deliberate atm and 
fired k illing a n o th er m an. 
This unhxiked 
for disaster com nletely dem oralized them , 
an d th ey fled in all directions. 
W ith in 
three m inutes not an In d ian w as in sight, 
lie turned his atten tio n to his horse, loos­ 
ened the g irth to take oil' th e saddle, and 
was surprised w h en th e an im al drew a deep 
breath and struggled to his feet. 
H e th en 
led him slow ly to w here th e rest of th e 
party liad m ade a stan d about th eir wagon, 
an d as lie approached from one direction I 
cam e lim p in g u p from th e other, w ith a 
b ullet in m y rig h t leg. 
T h e In d ian s had 
paid th eir gentle attention to th e rest of us 
d u rin g th e tim e H ow ard w as hav in g his 
fight, bu t fortunately not in force, an d we 
succeeded in getting together at th e wagon 
w ith o u t th e loss o f a m an, I being th e only 
one w ounded in th e w hole engagem ent. 
A s soon as H ow ard jo in ed us we started on 
the retreat for cam p, th e In d ian s harassing 
us th e w hole w ay. 
T licv w ould form in 
single file or all abreast, and charge as 
though th ey w ere going to ride over us. hut 
on getting w ith in ab o rt range w ould wheel 
and retire, after discharging a volley of 
shots th a t w ould tear up th e earth all 
a ro u n d us. 
T his was m ost terrifying to 
m e, a boy fresh from school, w ho had 
never experienced any sort o f w arfare, an d 
had never even seen a gun fired by one 
m an at another, bu t H ow ard, w ho h ad gone 
th ro u g h four years of w ar ol tiie rebellion, 
an d had seen th ree years or m ore of border 
w arfare w ith Ind ian s, was quite exhilarated 
bv th e excitem ent. 
He gave them a ch al­ 
lenge by w alking alone several hundred 
yards aw ay on one side. T hey charged, but 
retreated w h en he kneeled an d tired. 
A rriving at cam p after a n h o u r's rid e 
a n d ru n n in g fight, we found th e escort 
th oroughly alarm ed and ju st startin g out 
to pick u p our dead bodies, for they had 
seen so m any In d ian s al>out th a t th ey m ade 
sure we w ere all killed. 
It was a scene of 
m u tu al rejoicing an d congratulation, as we 
had feared th at they had m et an u ntim ely 
late. 
A hasty council o f w ar w as held as 
to w hat w as to lie done. 
W e w ere u n a n i­ 
m ous in th e opinion th a t it w as folly to 
continue w ork w ithout a larger escort and 
a personal body guard, besides it w as nec­ 
essary th at tnv w ound should be dressed. 
< Ymseqently it was decided to ttin i our 
faces in th e direction o f Sheridan, w hich 
we did. arriving there late in th e afternoon, 
th e In d ian s follow ing us all th e w ay sock­ 
in g an o p p o rtu n ity to attack us again. 
W ith them it becam e a question of re­ 
venge. as th ey had hist heavily, w hile we 
had escaped entirely. 
T he horse th a t carried H ow ard so noldv 
through the first fight u ltim ately recovered. 
T hree o f th e five bullets w ere extracted. 
1 
afterw ards took h im hom e to B urlingam e, 
w here he was carefully fed an d pam pered 
for som e years till lie died. 
I recovered from m y w ound very quickly, 
an d w ithin six w eeks rejoined th e party, 
receiving prom otion to th e first place in the 
corps—th a t o f tran sitro an —w hich I occu­ 
pied u n til the road was com pleted. 
ttu r m iraculous escape w as long th e sub­ 
ject of w onder on th e frontier, w here it was 
regarded as th e m ost m arvelous on record, 
as we fought against such fearful odds.

SANITARY REFORM. 


One of the City Trustees vouches for the 
a ruracv of the statement that taxpaying 
and influential citizens, at least men whom 
h<* considered it worth while to listen to, 
have protested to him against any munici­ 
pal expenditure- in the prosecution of pub­ 
lic -unitary measures. 
Or, in plain Ktig- 
lish, then' are some few citizens of Sacra- 
monto who oppose eleauliness of the city. 
It is iiuoneriv.ible that any suck in tills 
<lay of light, intelligence and general in­ 
formation can exist but we are forced to 
adm it it. S.ill we know the number to be 
lew. But it is difficult to estimate such 
men truly. Are they ignorant or selfishly 
cruel and reckless? It would be charitable 
to conclude that their opposition arises out 
of ignorance. They may believe that the 
necessity does not exist for sanitary reform, 
but in that they confess their ignorance of 
the facts. AVc toll them plainly, as this 
journal did long ago, that evidences just us 
strong and clear as any proving that George 
Washington ever lived, or that there ever 
was a visitation o! ■ bolera a! Chicago and 
New Orleans, are addueible to establish 
beyond question or doubt, theory or specu­ 
lation, that the soil of the city has about 
fulfilled its office as an oxydizing agent, 
and that to continue to saturate it with foul 
matter is to insure, with perfect certainty, 
a terrible punishment; that many such ex­ 
am jibs nf cause and ctl'ect are on record and 
that the opposition to municipal action in 
the way of public sanitation is nothing less 
than morally criminal and murderous. 
There are no other or milder terms to be 
applied. 
The whole scientific world is 
agreed; the physician» of all nations and 
climes are a u n it; the sanitarians and 
health officials of all countries are united 
Upon the proposition that typhoid fever, 
scarlet fi ver, yellow fever, malarial fevers, 
and cholera and the like, result from filth 
and soil-poisoning. 
The 
air 
is never 
poisoned that i> impossible : all noxious 
vapors imaginable 
may be 
discharged 
into it, 
and 
it 
will 
take 
care 
of 
them, and resolve them in time into 
harralessness. 
But exhalations of the soil, 
and from matter on its surface or in it, will 
be borne in the atmosphere and hold in it. 
and transmitted by it atul do deadly work. 
When, therefore, we purify the soil, we do 
the whole work. 
In 1832, the popu­ 
lation 
of

Orleans 
was 
55.000. 
Cholera appeared, and swept off 147.10 per 
1,000 of all that people, or over 8,000 out i f 
.85,000 remaining, for 20.000 people tied. Six 
thousand died within twenty days, and the 
dead accumulated in unburied heaps, ptitri- 
fying beneath the sun. The l’resident of 
the Board of Health of New Orleans, says 
concerning the cause: “ W ith the accus­ 
tomed ignorance, indifference and ineom- 
pctency of the civil authorities of New Or­ 
leans. the cholera found ibis city in a filthy 
condition; gutters reeking in tilth, the 
streets quagmires of mud and filth, the 
houses built upon low, ill-drained sites, the 
privies overflowing with urine and excre­ 
ment : the drainage canals broken; the 
cemetery located in the heart of the city, 
badly constructed, 
badly 
drained, and 
crowded with corpses." 
Now lot oppo­ 
nents of sanitary reform mark : just as im­ 
proved drainage and purification has pro­ 
gressed in New Orleans, so has mortality 
eereased. In 1843-19 some improvement 


had been made, the population rose from 
55,000 to 122,000, and the deaths from 
cholera were 4,800, or less than 40 to the 
1.000, as against 147 per 1,000 sixteen years 
prior. In 1852. with 150,000 population, 
the deaths were 1,329, and in the meantime 
sanitation of tiie city slowly progressed. 
In 1S6G-67, with a population of 180,000, 
the deaths were about 1,800. 
In 1873, 
cholera reappeared, but so much improved 
was the sanitary condition of the city, that 
out of 200,000 people only 142 died. To ren­ 
der our city more and more inviting, is to 
give it greater permanence, greater busi­ 
ness, largeripopulation and a higher degree 
of prosperity generally. The best known 
means of making it inviting is to remove 
to the uttermost the possible causes for un­ 
health or epidemics. No good citizen will 
set up his jicrsonal notions as to the ne­ 
cessity for this against the experience of 
the world and the skilled judgments of the 
members of the Board of Health ; or will 
influence officials against reforms that 
should have commenced years ago, and bc- 


the aid of the United States Government 
We should do our share in advancing me­ 
teorological science, and discovery, and 
geographical progress, but not according to 
old methods. If Arctic research is to be 
again undertaken, it should be upon the 
“ line-of-stations ” plan, by such a force 
that no great disaster can befall any section 
without the probability of early relief, and 
such a scheme can only be given warrant 
under the united patronage of several na­ 
tions joined in a common effort. 


INDIAN JUGGLERY. 


The Hon. John F. Swift, of San Fran­ 
cisco, has returned to this State from an 
extended tour of observation about the 
globe. He comes back to do one especially 
good service to the world of readers who 
have for years been knocked about between 
the wild statements of imaginative tourists 
and marveling travelers concerning the. 
mysterious performances of the jugglers of 
India. Even so staid a student of natural 
science as Willard Bartlett avers that many 
ing now entered upon, must be followed up ^ c k s of the modern Eastern juggler have 
for years to come. We may differ as to 
methods to be pursued in accomplishing 
the reform, but the idea that any one 
should be so bold as to advise officials to do 
nothing, shocks the sense of common hu­ 
manity. 


HOLE,” AND ARCTIC RO­ 
MANCE. 
“ SYMMES’ 


The son of John Cleve Symmes, who 
originated, and with such persistency long 
expounded the fantastic doctrine of a de­ 
pression at the North Pole leading into 
the earth, the interior of which he held to 
be hollow, is stil! preaching his father's 
theory. He recently lectured in Louisville 
to a meager audience on this subject. 
He 
came upon the stage a trembling old man. 
keeping a vow made to his fatiicr on his 
death-bed, to maintain his theory. -The 
immediate occasion of the lecture was the 
return of the Greely party. Symmes claims 
that Greely*» discoveries bear out his 
theory, which he valientlv defends front 
the charge of I icing a visionary idea. 
John Cleve Symmes published his book 
setting up the doctrine of the hollow globe 
with a crust of 1,090 miles thickness, in 
1821. He heid the earth to he open at both 
poles, the verge of the aperture being about 
70°. He contended that the true magnetic 
pole is at about 80°. and if one goes beyond 
that the “ pole ’’ is behind him. The open­ 
ings from verge to verge he held to be 
about 1,500 miles. 
Passing the pole, cer 
tainly at 82°. flocks of wild birds will he 
met, the temperature will decline as one 
proceeds, warm weather 
will take the 
place of arctic rigors, strange wild beasts 
will appear, and a temperate zone will be 
entered. 
The recent support Symmes, Jr., finds for 
his 
father’s 
theory, which 
lias 
been 
the butt and jest of scientists, is in 
Grcely’s discovery, according to Symmes, 
that as 
he went 
farther 
north 
the 
weather grew noticeably warmer. 
He 
claims that Greely’s men once saw a valley 
sixty miles wide, and full of game, and that 
the farther lie pushed northward the milder 
became the clim ate; that on some of his 
excursions he waded brooks and swam riv­ 
ers. Where Symmes obtained this infor­ 
mation relative to Greely’s discoveries lie 
did not state, and we may very well doubt 
his accuracy. It was probably born of his 
fervid fancy, since the general public has 
in>t been instructed that any such wonder­ 
ful revelations opened up to Greely. Had 
he seen a valley of sixty miles, filled with 
game, he would not have lacked for sup­ 
plies. 
Symmes, Jr., claims that after the ex­ 
plorer passes 82° he descends by easy and 
imperceptible progression into the earth .and 
Actually goes in a southerly direction, thus 
m-ounting for the change in temperature, 
ami this change in turn establishes the fact 
that he has doubled on his course and come 
southward. He alleged, in his recent lect­ 
ure. that N’urdenskjold. Tuttle. Surben and 
other explorers found the climate to grow 
mild as they went north from a given point, 
and that they finally reached a land where 
r at trees grew. N'nrdenskjold believed it 
i he Siberia, and Tuttle and Barbell found 
in that wonderful country, game, elephants, 
powerful men and rank vegetation. More 
than this, he maintains that flights of birds 
were observed by many explorers coming 
from the IN dar Sea, and those killed bore 
in their crops half-digested semi-tropic veg­ 
etation ; that these birds came out of the 
hollnw-L' llicd paradise of the interior, by 
way of the north l’olar Sea ; that beyond 
5° degrees there is a land he calls Symnies- 
zonia. inhabited by a gigantic race, replete 
with line game, and rieh in plants, fruits 
and earth products suitable for sustaining 
huiuan life. He further held that l'arry, 
in his third voyage, found the temperature 
to decline as he went north, and finally the 
ice grew t o o thin to hear Ins weight, and 
the pitch melted on his decks, while at s<j° 
the needle pointed behind him. Finally 
ho claimed much for his theory on the fact 
that B o s s . Kane and Hull found an open, 
endless Arctic Sea, clear of ice, and on its 
margin countless flocks of birds. 
Symmes' theory is only worthy of notice 
for its oddity, inaccuracy and as illustrating 
the tenacity with which the human intelli­ 
gence, in rare instances, will cling to some 
of the wildest fancies and pervert facts into 
testimony corroborative of its visionary 
ideas. 
Thus there arc no proofs that Greely 
made any such discoveries as arc attributed 
to him. The North Star reached 7*i° 751' 
and the Assistance and Pioneer 78° 10', 
llaves 81° 35', Hall 82° 16', Koldewev 81° 
5', Kane 81° 27'. and every one of them 
found the way barred hv ico. 
Kane, it is 
true, reported an open polar channel to the 
northwest, leading into an open polar sea 
of ever expanding area and free from ice. 
Petlcrman, at 80° 21', found only glaciers 
and snow fields and a coast forty miles be­ 
yond locked in Arctic bonds of ice and 
snow. 
Buss did locate the true magnetic 
pole at 70° 5’. 
The fluctuations of the 
needle noted by Parry began as low down 
as 69° 32' 10", and were tine to local attrac­ 
tion. 
Of 
course 
at 
the 
true mag­ 
netic pole it would reverse. The veg­ 
etation found in the highest latitudes thus 
far readied lias been confined to scanty 
growth of mosses 
and lichens, angio- 
spcrms and some grassy slopes. Dcl.ong, 
on Henrietta Island, 77° 8’, found a few 
old deer-horns, some fossils, and one 
degree 
south, 
on 
Bennett 
Island, 
some grassed valleys and numerous birds. 
It i- true that Parry reported remarkably 
warm weather in a high latitude on his 
third voyage in the summer of 1825, hut 
lie remarks upon It as phenomenal only, as 
the preceding summers in the same lati­ 
tude for several years had been bitterly 
cold aud were snow-robed. 
The only profit that can he found in thus 
casually noticing the pitiful plea of the 
ancient Symmes, Jr., for aid to discover the 
mythical Symmeszonia, is in the opportu­ 
nity it affords to again discourage anymore 
foolhardy expeditions into the Arctic re­ 
gions, and to which even the crazy specu­ 
lations of such a man as Symmes may 
give some 
encouragement. 
There has 
really been nothing in the most recent Arc­ 
tic researches to give the slightest encour­ 
agement to further expeditions northward, 
such as have been fitted out ill the past. 
They have all been full of woe and dis­ 
tress, and have not compensated in geo­ 
graphic knowledge for the misery they 
entailed. It is already hinted that Greely 


never been fairly explained, and he cites 
the “ basket trick " and the magic growth 
of shrubs as among them, both of which 
Mr. Swift exposes. He was not at all de­ 
ceived l>y the devices or adroitness of the 
Eastern dealers in ancient or modern 
magic. He knew, as do all sensible men 
that for every natural effect there must he 
a natural cause, and that no breech-clouted 
Hindoo can so divert the processes of na 
ture as to produce results contrary to her 
laws. In India a class that especially in­ 
terested him was that in which the juggler 
and magic-worker is included. He had, 
like all others, been sadly puzzled by the 
marvelous stories told by travelers, and 
Caucasian residents, of the apparent m ira­ 
cles performed by the juggling fraternity 
ami being in India he determined to satisfy 
himself upon these matters. Mr. Swift's 
explanation is reasonable and sensible. 
The most remarkable stories recited oí 
thesejugglersaresimply fictions. They have 
but "the flimsiest foundation of fact.' 
The most of people really like to he 
deceived, as every man knows to be true. 
Any trickster in modern magic, or fratulu 
lent spirit medium, relies upon the aid of 
his auditors and spectators in a large de­ 
gree. 
They will shut their eyes to evi­ 
dences of fraud, concede the conditions to 
the performer, and adapt themselves to his 
requirements with 
the 
most lamblike 
gentleness. This is very largely due to the 
natural sense of fairness and to the kindly 
disposition always manifested for the “ man 
on the stage." Travelers naturally incline 
to throw about their recitals, the charm of 
romance and the air of mystery. It is not 
at all surprising that they should recount 
their tales with something of dramatic 
effect, and excite the envy of their readers 
by enlarging upon the “ wonders’’ that it 
has been their fortune to witness. In fact 
the spirit of exaggeration is upon us ail. 
Few men or women will make so simple a 
trip as that to Yosemite o r Tahoe without 
being strongly tempted or unwittingly led 
to a recite their impressions in phrases 
several shades fanciful, in the effort to im­ 
press their hearers with the beauties that 
have blessed their own eyes. Says Mr. 
Swift: 
The Indian jugglers are exceeding expert. 
They have handed down th eir craft from gen­ 
eration to generation, and In the art of palm ing 
surpass the best prcstidigitatenra of Christian 
lands. 
1 have never seen any one w ho com- 
jiared w ith them in that line, hut outside of thst 
th eir most noted tricks could only im pose upon 
the credulity of those w ho were determ ined to 
be credulous. Let us take, for instance, the 
two jierform anees that have been most fre­ 
quently and most m arvelously w ritten lip—tliat 
is to say, the m ysterious basket m id m ango- 
grow ing trick. 
1 have seen both of them over 
and over again, and have found the same easily 
detected frauds to exist in every ease. 
The 
baskets are bell-shaped and have a false bottom , 
betw een w hich and the exterior wall o f the 
basket there is am pie room fur a very sm all 
child to stow itself aw ay. The spectators are 
not allow ed to touch, or even to com e verv near 
to th e basket, and in a casual glance at the in ­ 
terior one is not apt to detect the false bottom. 
The basket is placed over the child, w ho squats 
upon the hard ground, and after sufficient tim e 
has elapsed for the youngster to craw l into its 
place of concealm ent, the juggler horrifies his 
audience by passing his -word through the bas­ 
ket, and then upon unset ting it. shows that the

The facts of the case 
are siiniily th ese: The seed is planted and the 
pot is then placed under a sort of rent, whose 
volum inous folds m ust not he touched by any 
one but th e juggler. T he la tte r th en w aters tk'e 
earth in the jjoi. and does a lot of m anipulating 
w hile bis hands are concealed in the tent. 
M eanwhile a fcl'uw-juggler is perform ing a 
si-rii- o f other tricks to am use and distract the 
attention of t lie spectators 
When juggler num ­ 
ber one lias had tim e to change the j-n! for a n ­ 
other tiiat is hidden in the folds o f th e tent, he 
open.- one side of the cativas a little and tlie sec­ 
ond pot can lie seen w ith a half-grown m ango in 
it. 
After another interlude of the sum e sort the 
tent door i> again opened and a th ird pot is dis­ 
closed w hich contains a little tree bearing a 
m ango.

leprosy, our homes into lazerettos of prosti­ 
tution, and over every door write the devil’s 
proverb : “ I t is not the vice you do, but 
the sin is in being found out." 


INFAMOUS DOCTRINE. 


We have no disposition to engage in 
scandalous debate, no matter whom it con­ 
cerns. Its introduction into this campaign 
is humiliating, and presents us as a people 
in a must unenviable light to foreign 
critics. But it is upon us, and despite the 
efforts of decent journals to ignore it. Their 
condemnation seems fruitless. 
But what 
is tvuc* than campaign scandal itself, is the 
apology for it. The Evening I W , of New 
York, that has held itself up as a pattern 
of thu virtues these many years, out of 
whose weekly labor is horn that m ost eta id 
and virtuous sheet, the Nation, the respect­ 
ability of which lias been as stiff and pol­ 
ished as a marhleshib—this especially holy 
sheet, without a tinge of color reddening 
its cheek, says “ chastity is not the greatest 
of virtues, and offenses against it may be 
C insistent with tlie possession of all the 
qualities which ennoble human nature and 
dignify human life." W hether it he true 
fir not, is not now our concern, but the 
printing of such "stuff" is simply abom­ 
inable. 
It is mischievous beyond esti­ 
mate. 
It is not such doctrine as wc teach 
our sons and daughters, or as any parent 
desires 
his 
child 
to 
imbibe. 
We 
would 
certainly 
view 
as 
a 
curios­ 
ity the father who would preach such 
heresy to virtue in the bosom of his family, 
or excuse it in his son or daughter. We 
should much like to see Hie man who 
would hold lorth to young men and women 
in such a strain. Good men teach the youth 
that the whip hand of the animal passions 
is tlie most terrible taskmaster; that the 
loose rein of desire is the leading string to 
ruin ; that there i~ no code of moral 
ethics which will recognize impurity as 
harmless; that to preach the doctrine that 
the unchaste may still be possessed of " all 
other qualities which ennoble hitman na­ 
ture and dignify human life.” is to license 
unchastity and licentiousness. It may be 
true, as an abstraction, that some men and 
women, in other respects possessed of “ all 
the ennobling qualities,’’ have been in this 
one respect vicious; hut to coolly preach 
the 
doctrine 
of 
consistency 
between 
vice in any form and a noble life. is. as the 
Hartford namesake of the New York Post 
puts it. "immeasurably mischievous in its 
tendencies" and most dangerous preaching, 
it is in precise keeping with the infamous 
and cold-blooded wickedness of tiie New 
York Herald, that has tlie unblushing 
effrontery to declare that “ the critical point 
is not that a mail gets into such a scrape, 
w ill go back to the Arctic with a new force hut how begets out of it. '

T h e r e is before us a cartoon—a vicious 
and base cartoon. It was originally pub­ 
lished in Harper's Weekly, March 2, 1861. 
It represents President Abraham Lincoln 
maudlin and staggering, with a wine glass 
in his hand, in the midst of a crowd of 
drunken loafers. Through an open win­ 
dow is seen a hearse moving to a grave and 
bearing a coffin, on which are the words, 
“ Union—Constitution.” 
The cartoon is 
entitled, “ Our Presidential Merryman.” 
This dirty slur was originated and printed 
by Harper's Weekly two days prior to the 
inauguration of Lincoln, and at an hour 
when the fate of the Nation hung trem­ 
bling in the balance—when ridicule of the 
new President was a blow at human free­ 
dom and a crime against the noblest of 
Republics. This was the attitude of the 
journal that now assails James G. Blaine, 
who, in his recent work, pays to the same 
Abraham Lincoln the highest tribute for 
his nobleness of character and tlie gravity, 
courage and patriotism with which in that 
eventful March in ’61 lie approached tlie 
great office that he thereafter so nobly 
filled.

T he Inter-Ocean most happily puts an 
expanded argument upon its thumb nail 
when it says that the obviou? fallacy which 
underlies Henry George’s discussion with 
tiie Duke of Argyll is that George fails to 
distinguish between the sources of title to 
land and the economic sources of value in 
land. “ The value of land arises like the 
value of commodities, from the desire for 
its possession, ami the desire for its posses­ 
sion measures the profit that can be de­ 
rived from its exclusive use. Man no more 
creates a commodity of any kind than he 
creates land. All that lie can do with com­ 
modities is to take something which nature 
has created, and by labor manipulate its 
qualities so as to bring them into a higher 
state of adaptation to meet the demand. 
George’s claims that there is a difference, in 
that commodities are in some way created 
in a sense that land is not, or that the force 
and fraud which may originate title to land 
at a time when it has no value are them­ 
selves the causes of its value, are mere 
oversights.” 


T h e tonnage moved by rail in the United 
States in 1883, for the New England group 
of States, was 30.670,213 tons, being 7.5 
tons per iiead of its population. The num­ 
ber of tons transported in 
tiie Middle 
group was 1S7,927,735, the number of tons 
moved per head of population being 15.2. 
The number of toils moved ofi the rail­ 
roads of Pennsylvania, per head, was 24.6. 
The number of tons transported on the 
Southern group was 26,030,589, the number 
of tons per head being 2.13. Tin* number 
of tons transported on the Western group 
was 150,751.668, being 7.5 tons per head. 
The manlier of tons transported on tlie 
Pacific group was 5,073,233, being 3.42 tons 
per head. The Southern group lines alone 
transported less per head, though more in 
volume, than the Pacific lines. Yet there 
are men who would have the freight tariffs 
on the Pacific measured by standards where 
the population is vastly more dense and 
the freight patronage immeasurably greater. 


I t appears to have been determined by 
physical examinations of one of the bodies 
that of Lieutenant Kislingsbury—that 
some, at least, of tlie Greely survivors did 
sustain life by eating of the flesh oí their 
ieceased comrades.

BOOK REVIEW . 


T w en ty 
Y e a r s o f C ongress. 
F r o m L incoln 
to Garfield. W ith a review ot the events 
w hich led to th e Political Revolution o f I860. 
By Jam es G. Blaine. 
Vol. I. Norwich, Conn.: 
The H enry Bill Publishing Company. San 
Francisco: J. Dewing <fc Co., 
Pacific’ Coast 
Agents. 
Since Mr. Blnine has become the nom­ 
inee of a great party for an exalted office, 
his book lias attracted wider attention 
Yet it is not probable that any previous 
American political history awakened such 
anticipatory interest as when it was an­ 
nounced that Mr. Blaine had entered upon 
the labor of this production. We have 
arisen from the perusal of the first volume 
with the profound impression of the high 
importance of tlie book as a contribution 
to our history, and of the impartiality of 
the author. Himself a partisan of the 
most pronounced character, and from sin­ 
cere conviction, lie has assumed so much 
of the judicial character, taken on so much 
of tlie obligation and attitude of judge, 
that in his effort to weigh facts with a view 
to their exact importance and wortli as tes­ 
timony. he lias arrived about as near an 
unbiased judgment of the great events be­ 
tween 18PÍ0 and 1880 as is possible. But 
it is certain that his estimates and con­ 
structions 
will 
always 
be the object 
of 
assault 
by 
opposing 
partisans, 
since 
ho 
has, 
in 
arriving 
at 
conclusions, done so as a believer in 
those doctrines and principles regarding the 
power of government in a Republic, that 
are maintained by a political party that 
had the direct hostility ofanothei great po­ 
litical organization during tlie era imme­ 
diately 
precedent 
to 
the 
Rebellion 
and during the whole of that unhappy 
strife. But Mr. Blaine lias not permitted 
his partisanship in any respect to lead him 
into a misinterpretation of facts, evidently 
realizing that in the trueness of the record 
consist- its chief virtue. 
Regarding tlie 
diction of the work, it suffices to say that 
there is no apparent effort to be ornate. 
The text is 
marked 
by a clearness 
of expression that docs credit to the tastcof 
Mr. Blaine. 
Very evidently he resolved 
not to deal in many words, nor to go far in 
their choosing, but in plain, forcible and 
expressive English, to make up the record 
of the history in hand. This very sim­ 
plicity and effortlessness in diction gives 
vigor, and adds to the force of a work 
of this character, where literary polish 
is not a matter of great concern. 
But it 
must not be conceived that this latter is 
wanting. While it has not certainly been 
aimed at, the scholarship of it fluent, easy 
and graceful writer is manifest upon every 
page. For instance, as an example of the 
simple force and finished style of Mr. 
Blame, let the following paragraphs, taken 
at random, serve: 
The anti-slavery work o f E ngland was orig­ 
inally inspired from Am erica, and the action of 
the B ritish Parliam ent was really so directed us 
to m ake the prohibition o f the slave trade corre­ 
spond in tim e w ith that prescribed in th e Fed­ 
eral Constitution. The A m erican wits and critics 
of th a t day did not fail to note the significance 
of the date, and to appreciate th e statesmaushij> 
and jihilantrojiliy w hich led th e British P arlia­ 
m ent to term inate the trade at th e precise m o­ 
m ent w hen the A m erican Congress closed the 
m arket. 
Again, referring to the position of Eng­ 
land toward this country during the re­ 
bellion : 
It w as well that the G overnm ent and the jieo- 
ple o f the United States w ere so early tangled 
th at tlicir value to the world of foreign princi­ 
ples. foreign feeling, and foreign interests was 
only w hat they could them selves establish ; 
that in this contest they m ust depend upon 
them selves; 
and 
th a t 
th e dissolution of 
th eir national unity and th e destruction of 
th eir free, jsjpular governm ent from the lack of 
courage and wisdom in those w hose duty it was 
to m aintain them , would not be unw elcom e to 
tlie principalities and powers th at “ were w ill­ 
ing to wound, but yet ufraid to strike.” T his is 
not the tim e to describe th e vacillating and 
hesitating developm ent of this hostile policy ; 
but as the pun>ose of the United States Gov­ 
ernm ent grew m ore steady, m ore resolute, m ore 
self-reliant, a sickening doubt seem ed to becloud 
the ill-concealed hoj>e of our ruin. 
It wa snot 
long un til th e brave and deluded rebels of the 
South learned that there w as no confidence to 
be placed in the cruel and selfish calculation 
w hich encouraged th eir desjicrate resistance 
w ith the show of sym pathy, but w ould not avow 
an open snjvport, or m ake a m anly sacrifice in 
th eir behalf. 
And again, regarding tlie Chicago Demo­ 
cratic Convention that nominated McClel­ 
lan : 
The response of the country to the action of the 
Dem ocratic representatives w a- an im m ediate 
outburst of indignant tebuke. There w ere th o u ­ 
sands of 
patriotic 
Dem ocrats w ho 
deeply 
resented the hostility of th e C onvention to the 
loyal sentim ent of th e people, and w ho felt th a t 
it was as fatal as it was nflensive. 
The general 
expression o f condem nation, and th e m anifesta­ 
tions on all sides foreshadowed the doom of the 
Chicago ticket. 
General 
McClellan and liis 
friends felt the necessity o f doing som ething tn 
placate th e aroused sentim ent w hieh they could 
not 
resist, an d 
he vainly sought to ' m ake 
his 
letter 
of 
acceptance 
neutralize 
tlie 
baneful 
effect 
of 
th e 
Dem ocratic 
plat­ 
form. 
In tru th . G eneral McClellan practically 
disavow ed the jdatform . 
He ignored the de­ 
m and for a ccsKaiiuu ot hostilities, and th e d e­ 
claration that the w ar was a failure. 
* 
; 
From the hour o f th e Chicago Convention the 
w hole course o f events steadily strengthened 
th e cunva-s for Mr. Lincoln. Tiie lurii of the 
political tide cuino w ith sudden am i overpow er­ 
in g force. * 1 
W ithin tw o days from th e 
hour w hen tlieC hteagodclegut' sreparatcri with 
th e dem and for a practical surrender to the 
rebellion. President Lincoiu was able to issue 
a proclam ation for thanksgiving in all the 
churches for the great I nion trium phs, aud thi- 
was followed by national salu tes’fnnu every 
liavy yard and arsenal, and from all m ili­ 
tary headquarters. 
The jiolitical effect o f the 
victorit - w as instantaneous and overw helm ing. 
As Secretary Seward expressed it in u public 
stiecch. "S herm an and Farragnt have knocked 
the planks out of the Chicago platform ." The 
tide of victory swept on.

* The succes­ 
sion of m atchless trium phs w as th e them e of 
every journal and of every orator, and the 
North was aflam e w ith the enthusiasm it kin­ 
dled. 
In th e light of th e answ er flashed back 
from n score of battlefields, the Chicago declar­ 
ation tlitit th e w ar was a failure was not only 
seen to be linjiatriotie and m ischievous, but was 
minie contem ptible by universal ridicule and 
obloquy. 
Mr. Blaine’s volume places him in the 
ranks of letters in a position corresponding 
to the distinguished honors to which hclias 
attaincilin statemanship.lt writes hint down 
as a faithful historian, one capable of rising 
superior to partisanship, and of viewing a 
jiolitical period us a whole, without being 
affected by the strabismus that would cer­ 
tainly afflict the mere politician, bound to 
details, party and passing issues. 
The first volume begins with a concise 
and rapid review of the compromises be­ 
tween the North and the South embodied 
in the Constitution, and from that to the 
close of tlie lirst chapter is given a clear but 
brief history of the geographic, sentimental 
and political causes that led to the origin of 
the Abolition party. We are next brought to 
consider the contest over tlie acquisition 
of Texas, and the issues between the Whig 
and Democratic parties uji to Clay's candi­ 
dacy in 184-1. 
Through tlie succeeding 
chapters we are led along with the events 
distinguishing the struggle between the 
free labor and slave doctrines, the efforts of 
tlie South to secure control of the Govern­ 
ment, the war with Mexico, the treaty of 
1846, the Oregon question, the issues of tlie 
Presidential contest of 1848, and to consider 
the character and services of Clay. Webster 
and Calhoun, the ad'- nt of Douglas, his 
policy for the repeal ■ 
he restriction ofthe 
Missouri conjpromis» 
the development 
of the 
American 
party, the 
growth 
of tlie pro-slavery party In the South and 
the anti-slavery sentiment at the North, 
the development of -disunion tendencies, 
the campaign of l -"»). the Died Scott deci­ 
sion. the Kansas struggle, tin* sectional 
division in the Derc ratic party, the meet­ 
ing of the giants. Dm. las and Lincoln; the 
excited condition of it»-' South, and its im­ 
perious demands. tic sadden prominence 
ofthe Republican j 
ty. the split in the De­ 
mocracy. and the election of Lincoln. From 
this last point, the w ork becomes more de­ 
tailed, and we move at .slower pace through 
the vast array of political events of m o­ 
mentous 
consequence 
that 
crowded 
the way from I860 up to tlie fall of 
the 
Rebellion. 
In 
the 
meanwhile 
there are presented graphic sketches of 
the leading men of all this period, and a 
consideration of all the great measures that 
determined the home and foreign policy of 
the Government, with clear, incisive criti­ 
cism of them, and which criticism, more 
than aught else in the work, will tend to 
give it j>ermanent place and character 
among the great jiolitical commentaries of 
the world. Those who have had their at­ 
tention especially called to Air. Blaine, now 
that he is a party standiird-bearcr, on ac­ 
count ofthe claim made that lie represents 
in an eminent degree the demand for a inore 
positive American policy in our relations 
with foreign powers, wiil find in the last 
few chapters of this volume ample food for 
the satisfaction af their curiosity as to his 
position. They will also be found to reveal 
the cause very largely for the English dis­ 
taste of the book. Mr. Blaine lias uot hes­ 
itated to use plain, severe and even harsh 
language concerning " England's malig­ 
nant neutrality” during the war ot the 
Rebellion. He lies spoken the sentiment 
of the country in no ambiguous terms on 
this matter when be denounces the acts of 
tlie British Government as having given 
most valuable aid to the South, and as hav­ 
ing been directly instrumental in defeating 
military operations in the United States. 
“ The naked statement of England's posi­ 
tion is its worst condemnation,” lie ex­ 
claim s. " Her course, while ingeniously 
avoiding public responsibility, gave un­ 
ceasing help to the Confederacy.” 
Ily 


adds, after a like condemnation of the 
course of France in Mexico, these words : 
T he tru th is th at th e so-called neutral policy 
of foreign Tow ers w as the vicious application o f 
absolete analogies to the conditions o f m odern 
life. Because th e doctrine of Belligerent recog­ 
nition had in its origin referred to nations of 
well established, independent existence, the 
doctrine was now pushed forward to th e extent 
o f giving ocean belligerency to an insurgent 
w hich h ad in rcalitv no m afitino pow er w h at­ 
ever. * « * By the new construction, jiower 
was to be given to a belligerent to supplem ent 
its territory by the an nexation of foreign ports, 
to transfer the entire adm inistration o f its naval 
service to foreign soil, and to create am i equip 
a navy w hich issued from foreign w aters, ready 
not for a dangerous journey to th eir ow n ports 
of delivery, but for the im m ediate dem onstra­ 
tion of hostile purjiose. No such absurd system 
can be found in th e principles or precedents of 
international law ; no such system w ould bo 
perm itted by the g re a t Powers cif Europe if to­ 
m orrow they should engage in war. T he p rin ­ 
ciple of this policy w as essentially m ercenary. 
It professed no m oral sense. * * ' * It w as the 
cynical recognition o f th e tru th o f th e old pro- 
verh, th a t " it is an ill w ind w hich blows good 
to no one." 
It was th e sam e p rin cip le upon 
w hich England declares w ith audacious selfish­ 
ness that she cannot sacrifice th a t portion of her 
Indian revenue w hich com es from the opium 
trade, or the capital w hich is invested in its 
grow th and m anufacture, and th at c h in a m ust 
therefore take the poison w hich diseases aud 
degrades h er population. 
W e conclude this generalization o f the 
character and scope o f tlie work of Mr. 
Blaine with some sentences from his pages 
upon'the character of Lincoln, as indicat­ 
ing his method o f analyzing m en: 
Mr. Lincoln united firmness and gentleness in 
a singular degree. 
He rarely sjioke a harsh 
word. 
Heady to h ear argum ent, and alw ays 
open to conviction, lie adhered tenaciously to 
th e conclusions w hich he had finally reached. 
A ltogether m odest, h e had confidence in h im ­ 
self, trusted to the reasoning o f h is own m ind, 
believed in th e correctness of his ow n ju d g ­ 
m ent. M any of the popular conceptions con­ 
cerning him are 
erroneous. 
No m an was 
farther 
than he from the 
easv, fam iliar, 
jocose character in w hieh he is often painted. 
* 
* 
* 
The long list o f vulgar, salacious 
stories attributed in him . were retailed only by 
those who never enjoyed th e privilege of e x ­ 
changing a word w ith him . 
His life was alto­ 
gether a serious one—inspired by tlie noblest 
spirit, devoted to the highest aim s. 
Hum or was 
but an incident w ith him , a practical relief to 
the m elancholy w hich tinged all his years. 
He presented nil extraordinary com bination of 
m ental and m oral qualities. As n statesm an, he 
had tlie loftiest ideal, and il fell to his lot to in 
augúrate m easures w hich changed th e fate of 
m illions o f living m en, iff terns of m illions yet 
to l>e bom . 
As a m anager o f political issues, 
and m aster n f the art ot presenting them , 
he 
lias 
had no 
rita ! 
in 
this country, 
unless one he found in Jefferson. The com pleto 
discom fiture of his most form idable assailants 
in l.siZi. especially of those who sought to pre­ 
judice him before the people ou account of the 
arrest of Valiant! ighaxn, cannot easily be juira! 
elled for shrew dness of treatm ent and for keen 
appreciation of 
the 
reactionary 
influences 
W hich are certain to control public opinion. 
There never was the slightest lack ot candor or 
fairness in his m ethods. 
He sought to control 
m en through th eir reason aud th eir conscience. 
The only art lie cm jiloyed was th a t of present­ 
ing his view s so convincingly us to force convic­ 
tion on the m inds of his hearers and his readers. 
T he executive talent o f Mr. Lincoln was re 
m arkable. 
He was em phatically th e head of 
his ow n adm inistration, ultim ate judge of all 
jmiiits on all occasions w here questions of weight 
were to be decided.

Dr. Edward G. I aivc. the present Analytical Chemist for the Govern­ 


ment. lias recently made some iiitenMing experiments as to the compara­ 


tive value of baking powders. 
Dr. Love’s tests wore made to determine 


what brand» are the most economical to use, and as their capacity lies in 


their leavening power, tests were directed solely to ascertain the available 


gas of each powder. Dr. Love's rej>ort gives the following: 


C h ew in g tlie t’ud. 
Every child living in the country has 
stood and watched the curious operation, 
and wondered what the luuip was whicl 
he saw come up in tlie cow s throat, and 
then go down again after she had chewed 
it for a certain length of time. 
And per­ 
haps lie may have seen tiie anxiety and 
turmoil produced on a farm by the report 
that some one of the cows had “ lost tier 
cud," and as the result of this excitement 
he may have seen the absurd attempt to 
“ make a new cud,” in the hope that tlie 
cow would by such means be restored to 
good condition. There is in the minds of 
a large proportion of readers of the Scien- 
tijic American (which proportion simply 
means the community) so little correct 
understanding of 
tlie true 
nature of 
“ chewing the cud,” that a few words con­ 
cerning it may not be amiss. 
A very large tribe of animal.-, of which 
sheen and cows are tiie only familiar ex­ 
amples, are called in works of natural bis 
tory Jtuminantia because they all ruminate, 
they chew tlie cud. They do so because 
their peculiar organs of digestion require 
i t : they can get their nourishment in no 
other way. They have, it is said in tlie 
books, four stomachs, but the statement is 
not strictly correct, for tlie entire digestion 
is done in a single one, that which is called 
the fourth, the other three being otily 
placcs for preparatory work. TV hen this 
unchewed food is 
swallowed it passes 
directly into the first stomach, to use the 
common term ; but tlie drink which the 
animal takes goes straight past the entrance 
of the first into the second. These two 
serve only to soak or soften tlie coarse 
food. When the lirst has done what it can 
the food passes out of it into the second, 
and then tlie cow or sheep is ready to 
“ chew tlie cud." 
The second stomach while busily at 
work in soaking the food, kecjis it in motion, 
and gradually rolls it up into masses, so 
that in the small upper part there is 
formed an oblong solid lump nf tlie size 
that-we recognize as the “ cud.” This the 
animal throws into tiie mouth, and chews 
with evidently as much satisfaction as tlie 
same act of mastication irivi- us when we 
¡nil tlie most delicate morsel between our 
teeth. When it is sufficiently chewed, the 
mass ¡s -wallowed, and its place is taken by 
another which ha- been rolled up in the 
meantime. But the " end ’’ thus masticated 
does not return to the second.stomach, from 
which it had come. 
It passes smoothly 
into the third, a place for additional lubri­ 
cation, and then into the fourth, where the 
true digestion begins and ends. 
This is, in brief, the whole story, and 
we see how naturally the chewing comes 
in; it is the same as in our own ease, only 
that it i- at a different stage of the food’s 
progress. And we also see what "losing 
the cud " really is. Tlie cow or sheep is suff er­ 
ing from indigestion : tlie “ second stom­ 
ach " lias failed to roll up the little masses 
suitable for chewing, and there is nothing 
which the poor beast can bring up. Of 
course, therefore, tlie one tiling required is 
to restore the tone and power of the stomach ; 
not to burden it with “ articial cud,” 
which would only increase the difficulty, 
instead of relieving it.—[Scientific Ameri­ 
can. 


I’o iso iio u s S leep P ro d u c e rs . 
Sleeplessness, says the Lancet, is always 
wakefulness in one or more of its m ulti­ 
tudinous forms, and the recourse to nar­ 
cotic poisons for its relief is utterly un­ 
scientific and deplorable. It is as clumsy 
in theory—in so far as it can be said to 
have a theory—as knocking a man down 
because he needs rest. W hat i- it that pre­ 
vents the natural and physical rest of the 
body at rythmical periods? The brain is 
as truly a part of the body as the stomach, 
and it is us much a fault o fth e organs of 
the mind to prevent sleep by mental worry 
or wakefulness as it is a fault of the 
stomach to render sleep impossible by bad 
digestion. 
No 
intelligent 
practitioner 
dreams of narcotizing the nerves of the 
gastric organs to promote sleep. Why, in 
the name of common sense, continues the 
Lancet, should anv medical man for ail in­ 
stant think it legitimate to narcotize the 
brain because it exhibits -m ie disturbing 
irregularity in its functions? 
Sleep is not a special prerogative of die 
brain. Every organ sleeps, and general 
sleep is the aggregate of many sleeps. It 
is time to protest against this clumsy j>ro- 
cedurc. If we do so warmly, it is because 
we feel that the mistake is of common 
making. It is so much easier to write a 
prescription or make up a bottle of medi­ 
cine or a box of pill- with one of the rank 
poisons that mimic sleep, and as they do 
so deprave, cerebral and nerve tissue, than 
it would be to search out the real and active 
cause of wakefulness. 
There are more than a score and a half of 
known causes or forms of sleeplessness, each 
one requiring direct and specific treatment, 
and yet. as by common consent, the pro­ 
fession sanctions the abuse of such drugs as 
chloral and bromide as “ poisoned sleep” 
producers. No medical man is justified in 
undertaking the treatment of his maladies. 
It is impossible that lie should so far step 
out of himself as to be able to form a rea­ 
sonable judgment of his ease objectively; 
and no practitioner has the justification of 
science for tlie recourse to narcotics as 
remedies for sleeplessness, except when an 
additional pain is the accidental disturber 
of a sleep function, or a habit of wakeful­ 
ness mav be broken by an occasional dose 
of the stupefier. 


F a c ts A b o u t A m e ric a n N e w s p a p e rs.— 
New daily newspapers were established in 
the United States last year at the rate of 
one new newspaper every three days. The 
increase of 348 daily newspapers carried 
the total of the United States and Terri­ 
tories up to 1,178. During the same period 
the number of periodicals of nil sorts— 
daily, semi-weekly, weekly, monthly and 
quarterly—grew from 11,186 to 
Í2.C61. 
About five-sevenths of all the periodicals 
published in the country are weekly papers. 
The number of monthlies exceeds tlie 
number of dailies by nearly 300. The 
number of periodicals of all sorts published 
in New York city is not less than 625; 
C hicago is next, with 240; Philadelphia 
third, with 230, and Boston fourth, with 
179.—[Paper World.

W ithin the past year two balconies 
have fallen on J street, and in both in ­ 
stances the weight that caused their giving 
way was two girls. 
Luckily in each case 
no one was hurt, because no one happened 
to be on the sidewalk beneath. 
Let such 
an accident occur 
on Admission Hay, 
w here 
clbotv 
room 
on the sidewalk 
will he at a prem ium , and the result 
cannot be otherwise than serious. Two 
gentlemen, yesterday. ¡11 a w alk on the two 
principal streets, counted no less than four­ 
teen balconies that arc nothing more nor 
less than death traps. 
One. apparently the

C o n feren ce o f E n g in eers an ti Trustei 
C on cern in g Its A b atem en t* 
The Board of City Trustees m et yester­ 
day m orning, nil the members present. By 
invitation there were also present J. R. 
W ilkenson, Resident Engineer of the C’en- 
tral Pacific Railroad Company, and L. F. 
Bassett, City Engineer. 
Mayor Brown, in brief remarks, related 
w hat had been done by the city for the im ­ 
provement of Sutter Lake. H e also gave 
his views relative to the great injury liable 
to ensue if the slough was allowed to re­ 
main in its present stagnated condition, 
with no hope of its getting better and every 
assurance of its getting worse, and in a 
short tim e becoming a plague spot. 
The City Engineer gave his surveys rela­ 
tive to the lake and river and the connect­ 
ing pipe, which were the sam e as hereto­ 
fore published. 
Mr. W ilkenson said he had inspected the 
slough, and one sniff of the air hovering 
over fts green bosom was enough to give 
a m an m alcría. 
H e approved the action of 
the Trustees, and most heartily agreed with 
the sentim ents expressed by the Board of 
H ealth and Citizens’ Committee. 
Sacra­ 
m ento had a good name hom e and abroad 
for healtlifulncss, she ranked am ongst the 
first cities in the Union in that respect, but 
here is som ething that must be taken care 
of or all her fine reputation would go for 
aught. There is no m an w ith the slightest 
perception, who ¡once views that putrid 
lake but w hat will say, "b lo t it out, and 
that instantly." 
I f volt had a case of 
stnall-pox in your city it would be im m edi­ 
ately removed to the pest-house, but thedis- 
case-breeder is allowed to rem ain year after 
year. 
He thought the safest, best and most 
efficient way was to fill the slough up with 
sand. H e said he could get a dredger here 
from isan Francisco that would fill the 
slough w ith sand in three or four m onths 
at a cost of only fifteen cents per cubic yard. 
The dredge would carry thirty-five per cent, 
of water, but the pipe now being laid would 
carry that off. 
Tlie entire cost of the fill­ 
ing of the slough would not exceed $65,000, 
and the lots afterwards would he worth 
twice that am ount. The Trustees think 
very favorably of his suggestion, and asked 
him to see w hat arrangem ents could he 
made with one of the San Francisco dredg­ 
ers. Upon exam ination in the afternoon it 
was ascertained th at no bar had formed 
this year on this side of the river below the 
bridge, and in case the slough is filled as 
proposed the sand will have to he taken 
from the railroad com pany’s land above 
the bridge.

A t the regular m onthly m eeting of the 
Board of Officers o f the First Artillery, 
Held August 8th, it was decided that all of 
the city companies should compete for the 
prizes offered by the Native Sons of the 
Golden West, tlie drill to take place Sep­ 
tem ber 9th.

Companies from abroad who wish to com­ 
p ete m ust conform to These rules. Judges 
will be appointed by the Native Sons, who 
will prescribe all tlie movements in the 
school of the com pany’s m anual of arms 
they desire each company to execute. There 
is a separate prize for cadet companies. All 
of th e city companies are m aking prepar­ 
ations to drill nightly, and tlie result will 
be of the greatest benefit to each, and will 
have a tendency to m ake every mem ber of 
each company take more interest in the 
drills for some tim e to come. The annual 
encam pm ents having been brought to a 
close by the authorities, som ething needs 
to be done by the respective companies to 
keep alive the interest in the organizations 
to which they belong, and which they love, 
notw ithstanding 
the

that" they 
receive 
but 
slight 
encouragement. 
The 
officers 
of 
each 
com pany 
are 
being looked after more closely lately, and 
there seems to be a determ ination to oust 
all who do not live up to the letter and 
spirit of the law. and to till their places 
with m en who w ill attend to th eir duty. 
There seems to have been good work 
towards attaining this result, done b y tlie 
Court-m artial now in session. The report 
of the eases tried has not yet been an ­ 
nounced. They will bo published to ull 
National Guardsmen. 
Q uarterm aster Rivett lias gone into the 
recruiting business, we understand, and, as 
he is an ex-m em ber of Company G. we 
presume that company will get the benefit 
of bis labors.

The San Francisco Examiner of yesterday 
it.el the following report of the trial at that 
place of Jam es Powellson, well known in 
Sacramento, where also the com plaining 
witness has many acquaintances ; 
Pretty Lillie Nichols, now pining in cap­ 
tivity as an inm ate of the Magdalene Asy­ 
lum , appeared yesterday in her limited 
littery before Judge Toohy, as com plainant 
against Jam es l’owe'lsnti on trial before a 
jury for feloniously taking her away, on or 
about the Tlh of last m onth, from the cus­ 
tody of her guardians for the purpose of 
prostitution. 
Lillie, figuratively speaking, 
toed tin1 mark on the stand and testified in 
direct and explicit tonus. She bore out in 
every detail her written statem ent made 
after the lover’s arrest for vagrancy, which 
she had repudiated on the prelim inary ex­ 
am ination. She accused Powellson of hav­ 
ing tempted herjfrom grace by inviting ber 
to the theater one evening, and then taking 
h. - to the Sittter-stri ■■ : 
for the night. 
For her unexplained absence she was dis­ 
missed on the following day front the pri­ 
vate dwelling on Turk street where she was 
stopping. Si 11.11 thereafter she received a 
!. tu-r from her gffardians in Sacramento, 
who had been made cognizant of her night’s 
escapade. They threw her upon the chari­ 
ty of the world, and gave her license to do 
as she pleased, .o they would 110 longer 
contribute to her support. She then gave 
herselt up to Powellson. 
She adntim d 
that she had been sent once before to the 
M agdahne Asylum by her guardians to 
break a notorious alliance and correspond­ 
ence with a vouitg man nam ed Sullivan. 
She went so far even as to accuse her step­ 
father of haying had carnal knowledge of 
her, and adm itted that iter first testimony 
given in the Poliee Court was false. 
A num ber of police officers testified to 
the reputation of the house at No. 20 Mason 
street and to (lie lewd actions of the se­ 
duced maidens. Officer W illiam B urke re­ 
fused to give the nam es of the persons with 
whom he had discussed the reputation of 
tlie house. Judge Toohy threatened to 
com m it him for contempt, and the witness 
answered that he did not care and would 
be willing to stick in the County Jail. The 
Court, alter several warnings, fined him 
$100 and comm itted him to five (lavs’ im ­ 
prisonm ent. The attorney for the defense 
was also several tim es taken to task and 
threatened w ith punishm ent for his insult­ 
ing rem arks. 
J o h n \V. Leftwicb, a Sacramento pho­ 


tographer, the adopted father of the girl, 
was subjected to a rigorous exam ination, 
‘ tlie course of which it was endeavored 
by the prosecution to force him to ac­ 
knowledge Iter paternity. 
H e denied it, 
and also repudiated tlie charge m ade by her 
against him . 
lie knew little of her ante­ 
cedents, gave her a bad character for integ­ 
rity and veracity, but declined to answer 
concerning her chastity. This issue was 
ruled out as irrelevant in the case, the 
prosecution being under a different statute 
than the one on which Powellson was orig­ 
inally arrested, and not involving the pre­ 
vious character o f the com plainant. 
Left- 
wich adm itted the m arriage to his pres­ 
ent wife sixteen years ago at a sulphur 
spring in Tennessee, after an acquaintance 
of ten days, but repudiated the assertion 
that Lillie Nichols was born of her pre­ 
vious to marriage. After adjournm ent of 
the trial, w hich is to be resum ed to-day, 
officer Burke made an apologetic explana­ 
tion and was purged of contempt. 


S to p th e R ig g e st H o le s F irs t. 
E d s. R e co rd -U n ’io n : Now that the city 
is to be cleaned up, is it fair and ju st to 
gather up all the offal and rubbish ¡11 
Sm ith’s hack yard and haul it a few blocks 
and dum p it into Jones’ front yard ? This 
is being done every day, in this w ay : The 
street-cleaners gather the rubbish on the 
m ain streets, and haul it out across the R 
street levee, and dum p it into a pond be­ 
tween Twelfth and 
Thirteenth streets. 
Every city has its front door, baek door and 
side doors, and that south of the It street 
levee is the front door o f Sacramento, as 
everybody knows. A ll the stench arising 
from the pond of stagnant water between 
Eleventh and Twelfth streets and the pile 
of rubbish th at is being dum ped into the 
pond between 
Twelfth and T hirteenth 
streets is carried by the southeast winds 
over the city, until it meets w ith or over­ 
takes the foul a ir fiom China slough, 
and keeps 
the whole 
city under a 
cloud of foul air. 
which 
im pairs 
the 
health of all. 
It would not be acting w ith 
good judgm ent, or common sense even, if 
we were sailing ¡11 a leaky vessel, to com ­ 
mence at the how and work aft, until we 
had stopped all the leaks, for there might 
he some big holes am idshipthat would sink 
the vessel before the sm aller ones had been 
reached. So it is with the cleaning of this 
city. 
Let the largest holes be stopped 
first, and then commence at the head, and 
give the old hulk a thorough going over. 
Again, would it not be a good move to as­ 
certain w hich districts or wards need clean­ 
ing first ? This can be very easily ascer­ 
tained by consulting the physicians. They 
can, if they will, tell where the greatest 
danger lies. 
A nother m ain source of the 
unhealthiness of the greater portion of the 
city is the rank growth of weeds, not only 
in vacant lots, such as one on the corner of 
Eleventh and N streets, w hich is a fair 
sam ple of m any others, but the weeds and 
other rubbish that have accum ulated in the 
streets. Of course the streets ought to he 
attended to by the Street Commissioner. 
Let the good work go on until the whole 
city has been overhauled. She needs it; 
and, when the work has been done, let our 
City Fathers go to work and enact laws by 
which the people will he compelled to keep 
the city clean.

A s tro n o m ic a l S u g g estio n s. 
Eds. Itix o rd -I'sio x : The late wonderful 
discovery made by using dark glass has 
fairly exploded the long-standing theory 
that the moon is not inhabited, and that it 
is only a desert waste w ithout water, and 
and has set the scientific world all agog, 
and once more the theory advanced some 
years ago—that the sun, th e source of light 
and heat, was inhabited—is attracting at­ 
tention. 
Jt is rather an absurd idea to 
believe that of all the countless myriads of 
worlds ¡11 existence this is the only one on 
w hich life exists. The French savant gives 
not only one hut two atm ospheres to the 
sun, and says that the outer one is the true 
source of light and heat, and not the body 
of the sun itself; that the inner one is of 
great depth, this being necessary in order 
to protect tlie body of the sun from the 
im mense heat that it would otherwise be 
subject to, owing to the close proxim ity of 
its fiery envelope. This outer envelope is 
often torn and rent by storms and various 
other causes, and in one of these storms 
and through the torn atm osphere the dark 
body of the sun was seen not only by him ­ 
self but l.y others in various parts of the 
world, 
lie estimates the inner atm osphere 
to be at least 5,000 miles thick, and that 
there is a space o f at least 50,000 miles be­ 
tween the inner and outer one. Should 
this be true, and there is no reason to doubt 
it. then the sun m ust lie a world w ithout 
night, a globe on which sum m er reign- 
eternal.

R e n d e re d R e c e n tly by th e S u p re m e C o u rt. 
The Suprem e Court has decided, in the 
case of the People vs. Greenlaw, originally 
commenced by the late D. E . Callahan to 
test the legality of the election of the pres­ 
ent Treasurer of Sacram ento county and 
other county officers, that the judgm ent of 
the Superior Court in favor of the defend­ 
ant should be affirmed, on the authority of 
Staude vs. Election Commissioners. 
In the case of the County of Los Angeles 
vs. the City of Lds Angeles, the Supreme 
Court has decided a m atter relative to fees, 
fines and forfeitures in Justices' Courts 
which is as im portant here as in Los 
Angeles. 
The Court holds that “ if the 
fine or forfeiture was imposed or incurred 
w ithout costs, or w ith costs w hich were 
not collected, it is the duty of the Justice 
to collect the costs out of the fines or for­ 
feitures paid to him , and to report the 
am ount of liis fees to the City Treasurer 
and pay it in to the city treasury, as re­ 
quired by tlie statute of 1880, and pay over 
the residue into tlie county treasury, as re­ 
quired bv Sections 1457 and 1570 o f the 
Penal Code. 
But if the fine was imposed 
or th e forfeiture incurred w ith costs, and 
the fine or forfeiture w ith costs were paid, 
then the entire tine or forfeiture is to he 
paid into th e county treasury, and the fees 
of the Justice are to be paid into the city 
treasury.” Tlie Court also says that a city 
m ust refund to the county all money re­ 
ceived by it through a m istake of its of­ 
ficers 
in 
the 
performance 
of their 
duties 
which should, 
under the 
law. 
have been paid into the ejpm ty treasury. 
The case of W altlier vs. the The Mutual 
Life Insurance Company is one from Sac­ 
ram ento, but is of general interest. 
The 
decision is as follows: 
"T h is is an action 
on a policy <>f insurance on the life of 
plaintiff's husband. 
The policy contained 
the statem ent that ’ the company does not 
insure against self-destruction in any form ;’ 
it also required proofs of death to be fur­ 
nished, including statem ents from attend­ 
ing physicians, a householder and the 
undertaker. On th e trial of th e case, the 
plaintiff, after proving the fact of death, 
offered in evidence, for the sole purpose of 
showing compliance with the requirem ent 
of the policy, prelim inary proof of the 
death of deceased which had been furnished 
to the company by the plaintiff, consisting 
of the proceedings of the Coroner’s inquest 
held upon the body of deceased, a state­ 
m ent by the plaintiff, together with state­ 
m ents by attending physicians, th e-under­ 
taker and a householder. It appeared from 
the evidence of the physician given before 
the 
Coroner, that 
the 
decease*! 
died 
from the effects of prussic a c id ; 
the 
verdict of the Coroner's ju ry was that 
the cause of 
his death 
was prussic 
acid adm inistered by his own hand with 
suicidal intent. 
No" evidence was offered 
contradicting the above. T he Court below 
found that there was no evidence sufficient 
to show th at the deceased com m itted sui­ 
cide, and found that the allegations of the 
answer that lie committed -mieidc were u n ­ 
true. T his finding was based evidently on 
the proposition th at as the plaintiff offered 
the papers referred to solely for the pur­ 
pose ot showing that she had complied 
w ith the requirem ents of the policy it* to 
prelim inary proof, they would not be con­ 
sidered for any other purpose. This was 
error. 
W hen the papers were in evidence 
they were before the Court, and showed 0 11 
their tace that the deceased had committed 
suicide, and for the purposes of the trial 
they were pritno/acif evidence of that fac t, 
and should have been so considered, 
(in ­ 
surance Company vs. Newton. 22 Wall., 32.) 
Doubtless the plaintiff would have been 
perm itted to overcome, if she could, the 
presumption raised by the papers, bv evi­ 
dence that the death was from natural 
causes, but no proof a* to the cansoof death 
was offered save th at above noted. Judg­ 
m ent and order reversed and cause re­ 
manded for a new trial." 
In the case of Albert M. Johnson, who 
sued Sacramento county for work done as 
stenographer, which claim the Supervisors 
refused to allow. Departm ent Two of the 
Suprem e Court luis given a decision in fa­ 
vor of Johnson, the order requiring the 
Supervisors to allow the claim being con­ 
firmed. The decision is as follows: “ This 
was a proceeding by m andam us to compel 
the paym ent of a judgm ent which the peti­ 
tioner had recovered against the county. 
The defense set up is that the paym ent of 
the judgm ent will result in incurring in ­ 
debtedness and liability exceeding the in­ 
come of the county for the then current 
fiscal year, and tlia’t the Board lias no au­ 
thority to provide for the paym ent of such 
excess from the revenues of the ensuing 
fiscal year. 
If such a defense liad existed, 
the proper place to interpose it would have 
been ¡11 the action in which the judgm ent 
was rendered. For aught that appears, that 
defense may have been there interposed by 
answer, and the issue tried and decided ad­ 
versely to the county. The order appealed 
from directed that the respondent he re­ 
quired to allow and pay tlie am ount of the 
judgm ent. The order to allow is correct, 
but the Board oí Supervisors does not pay 
demands. 
The Treasurer is to pay. and it 
may he that when the w arrant shall he 
presented there will not bo sufficient m otirv 
in the propwr fund for the year. 
The order 
is modified by striking out the words ‘and 
pay.' and in all other respects it is af­ 
firmed.’’

The first gun 
was fired at daybreak—4:30 \. m.—on the 
12th day of April, 1861. There had been 
innum erable acts o f treason prior to that, 
such as seizing 1'nitod States forts, Govern­ 
m ent buildings, etc., and the steamboat 
“ Star of the West," sent with supplies to 
Major Anderson, was tired upon from Con­ 
federate batteries in Charleston H arbor and 
driven out to sea, as early us January ftth 
o f that year. 
H ad Mr. Lincoln then" been 
in tiie Presidential chair, there is 110 doubt 
but that this, if not even some former act, 
would have boon the signal for opening 
hostilities, but Mr. Buchanan " knew of 110 
authority for enforcing the authority of the 
1 nited States," as his position Inis been 
aptly put, and hence he contributed for 
some m onths, by his supineness, to the in­ 
auguration and growth of tin* rebellion.

a dainty needle-book of pearl edged w ith 
gold to accom pany the thituble, rmd the 
w hole is inclosed in an exquisite little 
pocket case shaped like a book and bound 
in satin and pearl. 
A thim ble owned by a Queen-Consort of 
Siam is shaped like a lotus bud, this be­ 
ing the royal flower of th at country, and 
alm ost everything about the court bearing, 
in a greater or less degree, some im press of 
the lotus. This thim ble is of gold, thickly 
studded with diam onds that are so ar­ 
ranged as to form the lady’s nam e and the 
date of her marriage. 
It was a bridal gift 
from the King, who, having seen the Eng­ 
lish and American ladies at his court using 
the thim bles, took this m ethod of introduc­ 
ing them am ong his own people. 
In Naples very pretty thim bles composed 
of lava from Mount Vesuvius are occasion­ 
ally sold, but rather ;us curiosities than for 
real utility, being, from the extrem e brittle­ 
ness of the lava, very easily broken. I have 
heard also of thim bles m ade of asphaltum 
from the Dead Sea, and of one composed of 
a fragment of the old elm tree at Cam­ 
bridge, Mass.. under which General W ash­ 
ington stood when taking com m and of the 
U nited States arm y in July, 1775; but I do 
not suppose that any of these were ever in­ 
tended to he used in sewing. 
In the ordinary m anufacture of gold and 
silver thimbles, thin plates of the m etal are 
introduced into a die, and then punched 
into shape. 
But in Paris the French have 
a way ot their own. quite ilillerent from 
ours, for m aking gold thim bles that are 
said to he m uch more durable than those 
made in the usual way. Pieces of very 
thin sheet-iron are cut into disks of about 
two inches in diam eter. These, after being 
heated tp' redness, are struck hy means of a 
punch int. p a succession of holes of gradu­ 
ally increasing depth to give the proper 
shape. The thim ble is then trim m ed, pol­ 
ished and indented around its outer surface 
w ith tiny holes. 
It is next converted into 
steel hy a process called cementation, then 
tempered, scoured, and brought to a blue 
color. After all this is completed a thin 
sheet of gold i- introduced into the interior 
and fastened t-» the steel hy a mandrel, 
w hile golll leaf is attached firmly by pres­ 
sure to the outside, the edges being seamed 
in a sm all groove m ade To receive them . 
This completes the operation, and turns 
out a very beautiful thim ble that will last 
for years. T he steel used in its construc- 
tion'w ill scarcely wear out in a lo n g life­ 
time, and the gold, if worn away, is easily 
replaced.—[ Dorcas Magazine.

In a paper by Professors Ayrton ana 
Perry, read lately before the Physical So­ 
ciety, London, there is a prediction that 
before long gas engines w ill be employed 
in the propulsion of vessels. 
The Lartigue balance railway, the loco­ 
motive for which is an electro-dynamic ap­ 
paratus, supplied with electricity from a 
fixed generator, is a simple, single rail, ele­ 
vated arrangem ent from both sides of which 
the carriages are suspended. 
A few men 
can build several hundred yards a day. 
This railway has been very serviceable in 
Africa. 
A cement which resists dam p and firmly 
attaches labels to iron and tin work con­ 
sists of a paste of rye meal and a little solu­ 
ta n of glue and water, to w hich as m uch 
Venetian turpentine is added as m ay be 
required. O rdinary flour paste, w hen well 
made, and some glycerine thoroughly in­ 
corporated with it. does very well for fixing 
printed labels 011 tinned sheet-iron boxes. 
It is reported tliai Pressae <& Co. of Paris 
have introduced a salt which, placed in 
water, is partly dissolved w ithout increase 
of tem perature, and produces a liquid ca­ 
llable of generating, w ith the aid of zinc 
and carbon, an electric current. It is also 
said that this ceil gives rise to no fum es or 
smell. The salt is partly melted ill two 
part- of water, and the liquid can be used 
at once. 
Silveroid is the trade nam e given to a 
new, close-grained, brilliant, w hite alloy, 
regarding the composition of which little 
is known beyond the fact th a t eadim um 
enters into it. 
It is intended to take the 
place of the brass, bronze and gun m etal 
classes of alloys, and if all turns out to be 
true which i- spoken in its favor it will 
soon do so, especially in the m anufacture 
of articles which m ust be strong and capa­ 
ble of taking a fine polish. 
A cloud so dense as to prevent persons 
from reading bold type at m idday passed 
over a great part of Lancashire, England, 
recently. 
The unusual darkness lasted 
about an hour. From the accounts given 
by intelligent observers of the occurrence 
the cloud m ust have consisted of finely di­ 
vided carbon dust, 
ltain which fell copi­ 
ously in some places was as black as ink. 
At other localities where hail or snow fell 
it was noticed that each was likewise black. 
N o ta longtim e ago such a phenomenon 
w ould have been deemed ominous. 
A Zanesville (Ohio) correspondent writes 
to the Scientific American that dogs m ay not 
only be m ade profitable in m ines by being 
taught to draw sm all carts, but it is entirely 
feasible to teach them to patrol m ines as 
detectors of the presence of fire dam p or 
natural gas. 
A dog of sixteen or tw enty 
inches high is recommended as likely to 
be most serviceable in the work, but he 
should be trained by the w atchm an so as to 
be always ready to m ake rapidly the rounds 
of the m ine before the w atchm an starts. 
The plan is to send the dog through the 
m ine. 
If he returns it will be known th at 
the mine is safe. 
Failure of doggy to come 
back indicates danger from gas. •

present English outlook, it is possible the 
IjOndon m arket m ay require from lOO.oun 
Pi 150.1KH) bales o f foreign hops, and w hich 
it w ill easily obtain, as th e C ontinental re­ 
ports indicate a good crop, an d we w ill no 
doubt he able to spare nearly as m any hales 
as w ere exported this ]*ast year, n o tw ith ­ 
standing we notice th a t som e of th e up- 
country new spapers arc reporting a sh o rt­ 
age of one-quarter, even w ith th e increased 
acreage."

T here is a great deal of pleasure in 
feeling y o u r ow n indepcjidence o f o th er 
trades, and m ost especially o f th e carp en ­ 
ter. 
E very now and th en y o u r wife will 
w ant a bracket p u t tip in som e corner or 
other, and w ith your new , bright saw and 
glittering ham m er you can pu t ttp o n e upon 
w hich she can hang a east-iron liorse- 
blanket or lam brequin, w ith 
inflexible 
w ater lilies sewed in it. 
1 m ade a very handsom e bracket last 
week, and I w ; ls n atu rally proud o f it. 
In 
fastening it together, if i h a d n ’t in ad v er­ 
tently nailed it to th e barn floor, I guess I 
could have used it very well, h u t in tearing 
it loose from tlie barn, so th a t the tw o could 
be used separately, 1 ruined a bracket th at 
was intended to serve os th e base, as it were, 
o f a lam brequin w hich cost $D, aside from 
th e tim e expended on it. 
D uring th e m o n th o f M arch I b u ilt an 
iee-cliost for th is sum m er. It was not h a n d ­ 
som e, but it w as room y, and w ould be very 
nice for the season o f 1884, i th o u g h t.

A rtificial R ainbow s. 
T lie physical 
investigator desires not 
only to observe n atu ra l phenom ena, bu t to 
recreate th e m —to brin g them , th a t is. u n ­ 
der th e dom inion o f experim ent. 
F rom 
observation we learn w hat n a tu re is w illing 
to reveal. 
In ex p erim en tin g w e place h er 
in th e w itness-box, cross-exam ine her, and 
ex tract from her know ledge in excess of 
th a t w hich w ould or could he spontane­ 
ously given. 
A ccordingly, on m y re tu rn 
from S w itzerland last October. I sought to 
reproduce in th e laboratory th e effects ob­ 
served am ong th e 
m o u n tain s. 
M y first 
object, therefore, was to obtain artificially 
a m ix tu re of fog and drizzle lik e th at ob­ 
served from tlie door o f o u r cottage. 
A 
strong cylindrical copper boiler, sixteen 
inches h igh an d tw elve inches in diam eter, 
was nearly filled w ith w ater an d heated by 
gas-tlam es u n til steam o f tw en ty pounds 
pressure was produced. 
A valve at th e 
top o f th e boiler w as th en opened, w hen 
th e steam issued v iolently in to th e atm os­ 
phere, carrying droplets o f w ater m echani­ 
cally along w ith it an d condensing above 
to droplets o f a sim ilar kind. 
A fair im i­ 
tation o f the A lpine atm osphere w as thus 
produced. 
A fter a few ten tativ e ex p eri­ 
m ents th e lu m in o u s circle w as brought into 
view , and, hav in g once got h old o f it, tlie 
n e x t w as to en h an ce its inten sity . 
Oil- 
lam ps, th e lim e light an d th e nak ed electric 
light were tried in succession, th e source of 
rays being placed in one room , th e boiler 
in another, w hile th e observer stood, w ith 
his hack to th e light, betw een them . 
It is 
not, how ever, necessary to d w ell upon these 
lirst experim ents, surpassed as th ey were 
by th e arrangem ents subsequently adopted. 
M y m ode o f procedure is th u s : T lie electric 
light being placed in a cam era w ith a con­ 
densing lens in front, th e position o f th e 
lens was so fixed as to produce a beam 
sufficiently broad to clasp th e w hole o f m y 
head and leave an aureole o f light aro u n d 
it. 
It being desirable to lessen as m u c h a s 
possible th e foreign light entering th e eye, 
tlie beam was received upon a d istan t black 
surface, an d it w as easy to m ove the bead 
u n til its shadow occupied tlie center o f tlie 
illu m in ated area. 
T o secure tiie best effect 
it was found necessary to stan d close to th e 
boiler, so as to be im m ersed in th e fog and 
drizzle. 
T h e fog, how ever, was soon dis­ 
covered to be a m ere nuisance. 
Instead o f 
enhancing, it blurred tlie effect, an d I 
therefore sought to abolish it. 
A llow ing 
the steam to issue a fe a* seconds from tlie 
boiler, on closing th e valve tlie cloud rap­ 
idly m elted aw ay, leaving behind it 5 host 
o f m in u te liquid spherules floating in tlte 
beam . 
A beautiful circular rainbow was 
instantly sw ept through the air in front of 
th e observer. 
T he p rim ary how w as duly 
atten d ed by its secondary, w ith th e colors, 
as usual, reversed. 
T h e opening o f th e 
valve for a single second causes the bow s to 
flash forth.—[I'rufessor T yn d all, in P o p u la r 
Science M onthly. 


T he O il Stone. 
T h e Scientific American says th a t tw enty 
years ago the oil stone was found o nly 011 
th e jo in er's bench an d possibly on th a t of 
tlie m achinist, and its sole use was tin- 
sharpening o f th e edges o f tools. 
To-day 
its use lias extended beyond th is province 
of edging tools to th a t of grinding, re­ 
ducing. finishing—in fact, invading 
the 
lim its of th e grindstone, em ery, rotten- 
stone. trip o li.a n d reaeh in g a h n o st to rouge. 
T his stone, w hich is a slate know n in sci­ 
ence as novaculite—from novncula, a razor 
—i> cut an d dressed ¡11 h u n d red s o f vary­ 
ing form s for differing purposes. 
In any 
h ardw are o r m echanic furnishing store it 
m ay be found in all m a n n e r o f shapes 
u n d er th e nam e o f “ slips,” adapted for 
sharpening tools o f all form s. 
In d entists’ 
supply stores it m ay he seen in tw enty or 
m ore cylindrical an d circular form s, an d so 
m in u te a* to be used at a rapid rate o f rev­ 
olution even betw een th e teeth o f d en tal- 
suffering' h u m an ity . 
Home o f these cylin­ 
ders, ovoids, cones an d edged w heels are s * 
m in u te th at a pea looks large by th e ir side; 
yet th ey tire all veritable grindstones. 
I 11 th e m anufacture an d finishing o f the 
m etals, tlie oil-stone, o r novaculite. plays 
an im p o rta n t p art. 
O ur recent exaction as 
to fits an d m easures can hardly be filled 
except l»y th e use o f th is stone, an d it is in 
dem an d for tru in g tu rn ed surfaces an d 
planed areas o f iron an d brass, slow ly 
grin d in g dow n th e im perfections left by 
th e finish lile and the corundum w heel. 
R ecently its pow der has largely usurped 
th e place in m echanics’ valuation o f Hour 
of em ery or em ery of th e highest grades. 
It is found th at a finish " f o r tit" can be 
read ily obtained by its use in m u ch less 
tim e th an th at by tiie scrap er; and that it 
does not leave em bedded particles o f quartz 
or corundum to keep u p a perpetual wear. 
T h is m aterial is n o t strictly an oil stone ; it 
can he used w ith any vehicle, w ater, ben­ 
zine, or kerosene o i l ; it is am enable to all 
o f these. 
P erhaps its best use I* w ith 
w ater, especially w hen th e stone is o f the 
h ard er sorts, as th e O uachita. 


E a rth q u a k e s an il L um inous P a in t. 
T he connection betw een earth q u ak es and 
lum inous paint w ould hardly be apparent to 
an y one w ithout explanation. 
It neverthe­ 
less exists, and th e recent earth q u ak es in 
o u r country have served to rem in d 11s o f its 
existence. 
A s a m atter o f fact large con­ 
signm ents o f th is pain! are sent to those 
countries w here earthquakes a rc prevalent. 
T he use to w hich it is put invests it w ith 
the utm ost im portance ju st for th e few crit­ 
ical m om ents o f the shock. 
In th e P liillip- 
jiine islands, w here earth q u ak es are not 
uncom m on, sm all m etallic plates coated 
w ith lum inous p ain t art* so placed about 
th e prem ises th a t at th e first w arning the 
inm ates art* quick ly guided to th e door, 
and th u s to th e street. 
In M anila it is laid 
oil ¡11 patches about the hed-room anil sta ir­ 
cases. serving as a guide for th e door­ 
handles and stairs, night lights being con­ 
sidered us especially dangerous, as likely to 
set tire to th e falling house, and th u s to 
roast the inm ates in th eir ow n hom os. 
It 
follows that those w ho live in districts 
likely to he visited by earthquakes w ill do 
well t*i adopt this plan, anil to b u rn no 
flam e lights at night, especially in th e ease 
o f gas. th e pipes for w hich m ig h t be 
broken asunder, an d th e gas* escape and 
take lire. 
T he gas should be tu rn ed off’ at 
th e m ain nig h tly , an d lum inous labels be 
so placed as to indicate th e door-handles 
an d o th er guides to th e m ain p o in t of 
egress, w hich w ould enable th e residents 
to find th e ir w ay o u t o f tlieir houses in 
the d ark before th e w alls perchance bury 
them . It w ill be rem em bered th a t a t Ischia 
there was ju st sufficient tim e betw een th e 
first shock o f th e earth q u ak e and th e d ow n­ 
fall o f th e G rand H otel to perm it those w ho 
acted prom ptly to save th eir lives.—[T he 
F ainter. -
